¡July 30.—Charles Becker was put tu 
death in the electric chair iiere thi^ 
morning 
for the 
killing 
of 
Herman 
¡Rosenthal, the New York gambler. 


The former New York police lieu- 
tenant retained his composure and pro- 
tested his innocence to the last. 
Ho 
went to his death with a photograp i 
of his wife pinned on his shirt over 
his heart. 


Three shocks were given before th^^ 
prison 
physician 
pronounced 
Beckoi' 
dead at 5 :55 o'clock. 
Becker led tiie 
way to his own execution. 
The con- 
demned man sat up all night on the 
edge of his cot, 
calmly 
talking 
to 
Deputy Warden Charles H. Johnson. 


"I have got to face this," said Becker, 
"and I am going to meet it quietl>' 
and without trouble to any one." 


Priests With Him to End. 


The 
deputy 
warden 
left 
Bccker 
about an hour before the time set for 
the 
execution 
and when 
the priests, 
Father W. E. Cashin, the prison priest, 
and Father Curry, of New York, came 
to administer the last rites they found 
the man who instigated Herman Rosen- 
thal's murder, with his face resting on 
his hand gazing at the 
prison floor. 
The priests remained with him to tlie 
«nd. 


It was shortly after 5 o'clock when 
the first of the wtnesses of the ex- 
ecution began to assemble ontsido tiie 
prison walls.

BECKER'S LAST MESSAGE 


GIVEN AT DEATH CHAIR. 


New York, July 30.—^Becker's mes- 
sage, given out just before he went 
to his death, read: 


"Gentlemen: 
I stfmi 
before you 
in my fuU senses, knowing that no 
power on earth cana save me from 
the grave that is to receive me. 
In 
the face of that, in the teeth of those 
who condemned me, and in the pres- 
ence of my God and your God I pro- 
claim my absolute innocence of the 
foul crime for which I must die. You 
are now about to witness my de- 
struction by the state, which is or- 
ganized to protect the lives of the 
innocent, . May Almighty God par- 
don every one who has contributed 
in any degree to my untimely death. 
And now on the brink of my grave 
I declare to the world that I am 
proud to have been the husband of 
the purest, noblest woman that ever 
lived—Helen Becker. 
This acknowl- 
edgement is the only legacy I can 
leave her, 
I bid you all good-by. 
Father, I am ready to go. 
Amen.

EXPECTS BEmW TO 
INVE W E USE 


Reply Regarding Forgery 
of American Passports 
Will Be Delayed. 


Washington, July 
30.—Reply from 
Germany to the American representa- 
tions on forgeries of American passports 
is not expected before next week at the 
earliest. 
Officials here believe the Ber- 
lin foreign office will take time for some 
investigation. 
No specific treaty provi- 
sions cover the case, but forgeries of 
passports are breaches of courtesy be- 
tween governments which seldom go un- 
noticed. 


It has been suggested the British gov- 
crnment may be forced to adopt the 
ngid French system of issuing passports. 
France requires a passport to be depos- 
ited with a consul for Investigation three 
days before sailing. 


Consul General Skinner at London to- 
day notified the state deparemtn of a 
new British regulation requiring mas- 
ters and sailors on neutral ships visit- 
ing British ports to be provided witli 
passports or identification papers and to 
preeent such papers for registry if re- 
maining more than twenty-four hours 
in British waters.

30.—Representa- 
tions were sent by the state depart 
ment today to General Zapata via Mex- 
ico City rep^arding the reported assault 
by Zapata soldiers on Allan Mallory, an 
American citizen, 
near , Puebla. 
The 
communication inquired as to responsi- 
bility for the attack, and asked pro 
tection for the future. 


The message was sent to the Brazilian 
minister at Mexico City, who was asked 
to forward it to Zapata, believed to be 
encamped south of the capital. 
It fol- 
lowed closely 
the 
representations to 
Carranza, Villa and Zapata, asking in 
the name of humanity 
that 
railroad 
communication 
to 
Mexico 
City 
be 
opened to provision trains. 


Expect Line to Be Opened. 


Secretary Lansing said today late ad 
vices indicated there had been fighting 
along the railroad, but that the report- 
ad occupation of Pachuca by Carranisa 
forces, and also of Villa de Guadaloupe 
close to Mexico City, indicated it soon 
would be possible to get provision trains 
into the capital. 
In view of the fact 
that General Gonzales, 
the 
Carranza 
commander, announced before evacuai 
ing the capital that 
provision trains 
would have the right 
of 
way 
over 
everything else, it is believed that Car- 
ranza will direct that to bo done, e»- 
pecially after , the 
strong 
representa- 
tions made by the United States. 


A message from Vera 
Cruz to the 
state department today said Carranza 
forces expected to return

City, and reassume charge of the gov- 
ernment there at once.

30.—President 
Samuel Gompers, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, today reiterated his 
charge that foreign influences had been 
working to make strikes in the United 
States and called upon the workingmen 
to discountenance any such 
attempts. 
Mr. Gompers made 
public his 
corre- 
spondence with the Central Federation 
Union of New. York' which made an in- 
quiry regarding a statement attributed 
to Mr. Gompers that "Officers of in- 
ternational unions had received money 
to pull off strikes in Bridgeport and 
elsewhere in ammunition factories." 


"I 
never 
mentioned 
international 
unions," wrote Mr. Gompers, "nor did 
I use the word German, nor did I men- 
tion Bridgeport, nor did I refer to am- 
munition factories. 
What I did say 
was that authentic 
information 
had 
come to me that efforts had been made 
to corrupt men for the purpose of hav- 
ing strikes inaugurated among seamen 
and longshoremen engaged in handling 
American products and manning ships 
for European ports; that the' corrupt- 
ing influence was being conducted oy 
agents of a foreign 
government 
and 
that I had no doubt the same agencies 
and influences were at work elsewhera 
with the same purpose in view, 


"We should all enter a sympathetic 
protest and frown down upon any for- 
eign intesfiprence no matter by what 
motive actuated, particular^ when that 
motive is ulterior and to the detriment 
of the good name, growth and perma- 
nence of our great cause. 


"That the effort has been made to 
corrupt some of our men for such a 
purpose is true, and that strikea have 
been inaugurated is untrue; and it i« 
untrue because the men who hare Mven 
time and service to the workers of our 
country have interposed in time.'*

CITY IN THROES 


OF ABANDONMENT 


Polish Capital May Yield 
at Any Hour to Hosts 
Surrounding It. 


London, July 30.—Warsaw, the third 
city of Russia, and the goal for which 
the German armies in the east have 
been striving since October, is at least 
in the throes of abandonment. 


Germans in overwhelming 
number« 
are at the gates of the Polish capital, 
and despatches both from the city it- 
self 
and 
from Petrograd, 
say 
th.%t 
fiurther resistance would be unwise. 


Discounibd not only through France 
and Great Britain, but ia iRussia itself, 
the fall of the citv is expected hourly, 
and the problem now is to move 
tho 
Russian armies intact, threatened aj 
they are from the south by the Austro- 
Germans and more seriously from the 
north, where the German forces which 
have swept throu^ Poland, are aiming 
at the railway from {Warsaw to Petro- 
grad. 
This latter menace the 
British 
press admits is imminent, and the hop« 
in the allied countries now is not for 
the safety of Warsaw, but for the con- 
tinued cohesion of the Russian army. 


The Warsaw po^iBce already 
baa 
been shifted to some point to the east* 
ward, the populace has been warned to 
remain calm, and, presumably for day», 
Russian troops haVe been stripping the 
city of everj^hinjT of military Talue.

Churubusco Lads Testify to 
the Purchase of 
Drinks There. 


Before Judge H. Waveland Kerr, iu 
the city court, the charge against Ed- 
win S. Kleindinst for running a blind 
tiger in tile cafe of the Hotel Edwin, 
Main 
street -and 
Maiden 
lane, 
was 
brought to trial, with the bunch of 
Churubusco youths, whose recent escap- 
ades in Port 
Wayne and their 
dis- 
closures to their parents and the local 
authorities caused an upheaval, as the 
chief witnesses against the accused. 


Half a dozen youngsters with beard- 
less faces, but ready confessions of the 
habits and vices of male adults were 
brought from Churubusco to help the 
state of Indiana in the case, and they 
all gave ready testimony to the effect 
that they had been served with beer and 
other intoxicants at the Hotel Edwhi 
cafe, but none of them could remember 
ever having paid for 
a drink there- 
some other member of the party foot- 
ing the bill. 


On the court's determination of the 
legal question as to whether a waiter iu 
the cafe is the agent of his employer or 
his customer will doubtless depend on 
the outcome of the trial. 


Prosecuting Attorney Harry H. Hil- 
gemann, aided by 
Hon. 
William 
P. 
Breen, . employed 
by 
the 
Churubusco 
business men whose sons figure in the 
case, appeared for the state, and E. V. 
Emrick, of Emrick & Emrick, for the 
defendant. 


Police Testify for State. 


The first testimony was given by 
police officers, from whom Ptosecutor 
Hilgemann brought out information re* 
lating to the situation and arrange- 
ments of the first floor of the Hotel 
Edwin. 
Captain Richard Kelly, 
Sec; 
geant Dave Blum and Patrolman Bert 
Smith testified. 
All stated ébat they 
had visited 
the place 
and had 
been 
shown about by 
the proprietor 
who, 
they stated, had asked the police to in- 
vestigate the hotel, bar and cafe when 
they pleased. 
Officer Smith said he 
had been in the place from 150 to 200 
times and had seen men 
and women 
drinking what he supposed was beer, 
but could not instance specific sales nor 
state whether the drinks were paid for 
by giving money to the waiters or paid 
for at the bar by consumers. 


Boys Give Testimony. 


Phil Downey, aged 19; Oscar Gandy, 
aged 15: Herman Fogel, aged 15 and 
Perry Ort, aged 18, all gave testimony 
during the forenoon, stating that they 
had purchased beer in the cafe of the 
Hotel E^win. 
Their stories were 
in 
practical agreement. 
Downey said he 
had purchased beer and a ginger ale 
high ball and youn» Gandy confessed to 
beer and a manhatan 
cocktail, 
while 
Perry Ort had been served with beer 
and a golden fizz. These sales related 
to the evenings either of July 16 or 
17, on both of which dates the lads 
had been in Fort Wayne. 
Fogel said 
he had been in the place on the night 
of July 9. 
The boys testified that in 
each case they had been served by 
waiters in the cafe and that their drinks 
were collected for by the waiters. 


At 
11:30 
Judge 
Kerr 
adjourned 
court until 1:30 because two of the 
youngsters from Churubusco had drift- 
ed away from the city court and couM 
not be' found. 
Prosecutor Hilgemann 
and Attorney .Breen wanted the cor- 
roborative testimony of these boys and 
time was allowed 
to get 
them into 
court. 


State Rests IU Case. 


At the afternoon session of the court 
Ed daxton, Job Glasser and Charles 
Miller, all young men of Churubusco, 
and all of them of age, ;testified to pur 
chases in the hotel, somie of the young- 
er men being along at the time. 
Miller 
was the first of the witnesses to admtt 
paying for anything. 


With the 
conclusion of this 
testi 
the state rested.

Government Seizes Boat. 
United States Marshal Bradley ap- 
peared ata the Eastland shortly before 
noon today and announce<l that he had 
been ordered by Federal Judge- Landii, 
to seize the boat. He displayed a writ . 
of attachment. 
He said that he would. 
not interfere with the work of raising 
the boat. 


Walter C. Steele, secreta:^ and treas- 
urer of the St. Joseph-Chicago Steam-

ship company, owners of the Eastland, 
who was arrested yesterday on a duirg« 
of criminal carelessness in connectrâA

Weckler saw the Eastland overturn and 
a few minutes before had refused to let 
boat leave the dock unless she waa 
evenly balanced. He shouted to the cap- 
tain that the vessel was listing badly. 
Wm. Hull, vice president of the steam- 
ship company, with his counsel, Charlea . 
E. Kramer, was in the federal building • 
this morning. Neither would make any 
statement. 


Innocent, Says Boat's Captain. 
Captain Henry Pedersen, of the East- 
land, declared at the county jail that he ' 
would make a fight to prove himself iu- 
nocent. 


•'The responsibility is not mine," h« 
said. 
"I often noticed the boat list, 
but it never was anything serious, and 
I believed the engineer knew his duUea 
and business.

The wheat yield in Allen county this 
year will average thirty bushels to the 
acre, according to an estimate made by 
Clarence Henry, agricultural agent, who 
is probably in a better position to know 
than any other man in the county. 


"I haven't heard of a yield less than 
thirty bushels," he declared Friday, 
"and several yields have been reported 
to me that will exceed forty bushels." 


The average is the largest in Allen 
county since the year 1879. The avera^ 
yield in the county since that year is 
13.99 bushels to the acre, while the 
largest yield during those years up to 
the present time was in 1891 when the 
yield was 20.09 bushels, while in 1S96 
the average Avas 19.01 bushels. One 
farmer in Scipio 
township 
harvested 
1,000 bushels off of twenty-seven acres, 
Avhich averaged over forty bushels. 


These figures are certainly sufficient 
proof that the reported damage in Allen 
county as the result of the excessive 
rains has been greatly exaggerated. The 
yield this year is the biggest of which 
any records have been kept. 


While the rain has hindered the cut- 
tmg of oats, no great damage has been 
done. Much grain is down, but no great 
loss will result, except loss of time in 
cutting and the use of more twine than 
would otherwise be required. 


Considerable damage has been done to 
the hay as a result of the excessive 
rains, especially around Fort Wayne and 
in the -southern part of the county. In 
the northern part of the county, how- 
ever, there has been less rain this season 
than in other sections, while, it is re- 
ported, that in the northeastern part 
there has been no more rain than was 
actually needed- 


While the corn is a little backward 
the prospects for a big crop artf very 
favorable-

Tbe Tlait of this -wealthy qaeea 
from the region of southern Arabia 
has always appealed to the Imaglna- 
tlons of men. Solomon's kingdom 
was at the apex of its glory. Ther* 
were no wars, Israel's borders were 
extended and the temple and those 
other wonderful buildings had all been 
completed. 


The chief value of this lesson is not 
in Solomon's wisdom nor in what this 
queen saw and heard, but rather it is 
in what has, is being, and will be done 
by Christ, of whom Solomon is a type 
and who seized upon all of this glory 
to teach us a great lesson (see Matt. 
6:28-34). 
Caesar's 
famous 
phrase, 
slightly altered, is in this connection 
quite applicable—"I came, I saw, I 
(waa) conquered." 
' i. "Hard Queatlona," tv. 1-3. Solo- 
mon is here a great tVpe of Christ: (a) 
His greatness could not be hid (Mark 
7:24). 
Solomon's 
fame 
filled 
the 
known world (I Kings, 4:34). 
The 
fame of Solomon's wisdom, philosophy, 
proverbs, poems and knowledge of God 
(v. 1) drew to his court this queen, 
and jve must recall that it was proba- 
bly a 1,500-mile toilsome camel-back 
Journey for her to come to his court, 
(b) She brought a "very great store" 
(v. 10) of gifts, which, according to 
oriental custom, she presented to Sol- 
omon. 
Our best gift to our King is 
ourselves (2 Cor. 8:5). 
(c) She came 
to learn of "the name of the Lord" 
who had done so much for Solomon 
and his people; to learn wisdom for 
the guidance of herself and her peo- 
ple. 
We come to a King who po§- 
Besses all wisdom (Matt. 12.42). Solo- 
mon had a wonderful missionary op- 
portunity. God is today sending heart 
hungry people to this land from the 
most remote parts of the earth. 
Are 
we using our privilege to point them 
to the true God and to Jesus, his son? 
This queen did not believe what she 
had heard (v. 7) and resolved to find 
out for herself. In this she is a rebuke 
to those more favorably situated who. 
though constantly beholding the work 
of God in human hearts and lives, still 
say, "I do not believe." The queen 
of Sheba will rise up in judgment 
against all who refuse to "come and 
see" (John 1:39, 45-51; Matt. 12:42). 
(d) This visit is a prophecy of that 
day when the kings of Sheba and 
Seba will come with their gifts fo» 
the greater son of David (Psalm 72:16, 
15; Isa. 60:6-9). 
The wisdom which 
our king bestows is eternal life, "to 
know him" (Prov. 2:2-6; John 17:3). 


If. "Had Seen All," vv. 4-7. When 
she had listened to Solomon's wisdom 
and heard the answers to her ques- 
tions, the solutions to her problems, 
and had witnessed the wonders of his 
temple, court and ministers, "there 
was no more spirit (breath) in her." 
(Cf. Josh. 5:1.) 
And similar experi- 
ence came to those three who went to 
the Mount of Transfiguration with Je- 
BUS. Solomon's wisdom is fulfilled in 
Christ (Col. 2:3). 
"The house that he 
built" is a type of that temple he is 
building of living stones (I Peter 2:4, 
5; Matt. 16:18). 
"The meat of his 
table" is excelled by the food on our 
king's table, the word of life (Jer. 
15:16; 
Ps. 119:103), his own 
body 
(John 6:56). 
Our king, too, has his 
servants (Eph. 2:6; Rev. 3:21). 
Their 
"appeal" Is not to be compared with 
the "robe of his righteousness" and 
our "standing" (2 Cor. 5:21) is more 
exalted than that of any at Solomon's, 
or other earthly courts. 
We are not 
servants but "friends," yet we are

One of the greatest joys is 
to converse with the wise and the 
good. 
Our happiness is in our privi- 
lege of standing before Christ and to 
hear hio wisdom (Luke 10:39-42; Prov.

no servant Is de- 
barred (John 12:26). The queen glori- 
fied the source of Solomon's glory, 
which was all the gift of Jehovah's 
grace (see 2 Sam.

3:8); (c) In power (Heb. 2:8); (d) in 
blessings (2 Chron. 1:16, cf. Pbll. 
4:19) mnd this kingdom Is "imong 
you."

First American City to Own and Operate 
All Her Street Cars Plans Model 


Detroit's 
Long 
Battle 
Against Traction Corpor- 
ation Nears End—More 
and Bettter Cars, Univer- 
sal 3-Cent Fare is Ulti- 
mate Aim. 


(By Dean Halliday.) 


Detroit, Mich., July 30.—After a twen- 
ty-year fight to oust the street car com- 
pany Detroit has won and soon will be 
the biggest city in the United States to 
have municipally owned street car»! 


The long battle, one of 
the 
most 
thrilling oi American municipal fights, 
has just ended in an agreement between 
the city's street railway 
commission 
and the' Detroit United lîaihvay for the 
purchase of the system by the city at 
a price to be fixed, some time this fall, 
by the jud^^es of the circuit court. 


The company has until August 2 to 
obtain the ratification of its stock and 
bond holders wliilc in the coming Sep- 
tember elections the people must for- 
mally approve of the proposition by 
voting favorably on the bond issue pro- 
posed for the buying of the lines. 


These details settled and the deal put 
through, then Detroit will begin the 
task of. giving the people model street 
car service—for service is synonomous 
with present-day Detroit. 


The city already has a cheap 
fare 
system—a system of three-cent lines 
in force for some years and a seven- 
ior-25-cents ticket on its live-cent lines 
gincc 1913. 


Here is what Detroit hopes to do 
with her municipally owned and oper- 
ated street car lines—when she gets 
them: 


Entirely reroute all lines now enter- 
ing the heart of the city. 


As rapidly as possible add to the 1,- 
308 cars now in use. 


Use larger ears in place of > many of 
the smaller, old type cars still in use 
on some cross-town lines. 


Extend the existing system of tracks, 
of which at present there are 206 miles, 
into the suburban districts where in the 
past ten years there has been an in- 
crease in population of some 57 
per 
cent, and but little increase in car serv- 
ice. 


Installation of a system of "express" 
cars to be run 
without 
intermediate 
s t o p s between heavily congested points 
in the city. 


Designate certain streets to be used 
exclusively for vehicle traffic, thus al- 
lowing street cars on the other thor- 
oughfares faster running time. 


Tlic^ possible construction of a $16,- 
000,000 subway along Woodward ave- 
nue, Detroit's main thoroughfare. 


To give thé'cohduetora and motormen 
the best wages and working conditions 
possible.

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Becker Pays the Penalty 


Charles Becker, the former New York lieutenant of police, has 
¡finally expiated in the electric chair his part in the sordid plot that 
)culininated in the'murd.er of Gambler Herman Rosenthal two years 
figo. Not in many years, at least, has there been in America a caso 
lof this character that attracted so much attention or that has been 
leharacterized by so many unusual phases. Becker's consistent pro- 
jtestations of innooence in the face of evidence that two juries have 
'declared to be coniclusive of the man's guilt, and tlie magnificent de- 
yotion of the wifeiwho has devotedly and sturdily fought in her hus- 
J)and's behalf are » some of the features that must challenge admir- 
ation even in the'face of the circumstances which have demanded 
the fulfilling of the law's decree. 


Perhaps it is difficult for those out of intimate touch with it to 
appreciate the ramifications of the system of graft and plot and 
counterplot in a giTeat city that occasionally reaches full fruition in 
|i development of the Becker case type. 
It has never been contend 
ed, of course, that Becker had direct personal part in the actual 
killing of the gambler whose existence periled the men with whom 
he had been involved in unlawful acts. 
Despite Becker's declara- 
tion of his own innocence, carried even to the death house, it^ias 
been impossible in the face of the evidence to absolve him from 
guilty part in the framing of the job to get Rosenthal out of the 
waj^ It was significant that from the first open suspicion was direct- 
ed to the man. Day by day the web of accusation was woven more 
tightly about him. 
It was so conclusive that jurors, sworn to act 
justly, could not under their sacred oath exonerate Becker. 


Nor can there be doubt that the man was given a fair trial. He 
•was fortunate in having in his defense some of the finest legal law- 
yers this country affords. They contested every inch of the way. 
¡They saw to it that no legal right was nedied the accused, and they 
fought for his cause by every resource known to legal jurisprudence. 
It was not a "railroaded" case. The fact that it was Governor Whit- 
;nan who, as state's attorney, secured the conviction of Becker added 
an embarassing element to the final pleas for executive clemency. 
Governor Whitman's position was an unusually trying one, but he 
faced it courageously.' It Avas a stern duty that confronted him, and 
he did it. When all is said and done, however, the real tragedy in 
the case is not the fate of the man who has paid with his life the 
penalty for transgression of law. 
It is the picture of that heroic 
and devoted wife, battling to the last hopeless hour to save her hus- 
band, and now in the sombre shadows of a grief no words can 
protray.

in favor of the republicans would swing

year. 
Republicans in Indiana and else- 
where assert there is much more than 
a slight sentiment in favor of the re- 
turn to power of the republican party.

That will 
be recognized when one recalls how much easier it is to say ''no" 
by wire than when face to face with either a pretty woman or an es- 
pecially muscular man who presents a proposition that doesn't at 
all appeal to us.

er or later, when some nation has won 
n conclusive victory, or all havo worn 
themselves out. 
But peace will not be 
permanent or long continued.

Salt Lake Citv. Utah, July 30.—The 
difficulties encountered in. gathering sta- 
tisiics by the census takers now engag- 
ed in enumerating the population 
of 
New York is the fact that approximate- 
Ij- 100,000 people change their residence 
every week in this city. 
The census 
takers are provided with 
blanks 
on 
v'hich is noted every vacant house or 
apartment. 
They also have to make a 
note of houses where roomers are tak- 
en. 
After the returns for a district 
are complete, the enumerator 
has 
to 
cover his territory again in order, to 
find out if any familio« have moved into 
any of the houses which he had previ- 
ously recorded as vacant. 
-- 


Where such changes occur, he must 
»gain collect his statistics, being par- 
ticularly 
careful 
to note the address 
from which the new tenant has moved. 
This information is then filed with the 
census office of the borough and an ex- 
amination is made to determine wheth- 
er these shifting 
families 
have 
been 
previously recorded by census 
takers. 
While ail this requires time and occa- 
sions considerable delay, it is expected 
to yield accurate results and to include 
every man, woman and child in thè 
city in the census returns.

Indictments- Halt 
Recruiting 


of British Armies in America 


Department 
of 
Justice 
Makes Startling Disclos- 
ures in Ferreting Out 
Neutrality Violations — 
Prominent Men Involved. 


San Francisco, July i.;?.—In this and 
other American cities recruiting scan- 
dals charged against European belliger- 
ents are being ferreted out with amaz- 
ing disclosures. 


In San Francisco a federal grand jury 
has indicted sixteen men accuscd of re- 
cruiting soldiers for the.British army, 
and four corporations 
charged 
with 
sending supplies to German warships in 
the South Pacific from this port on the 
steamer Sacramento. 


The names of both the English and 
German consuls in this citj' have been 
linked with the investigations conduct- 
ed by Federal Prosecutor John W. Pres- 
ton and the department of justice. 


From almost the beginning of 
the 
war it is now manifest, neutrality and 
international law have been boldly vio- 
lated in this country by foreign agents 
whose connections have been influential 
and in many cases official. 


Four prominent customs 
brokers, a 
physician of high standing, the business 
partner of a city 
supervisor 
and 
a 
steamship 
company's 
president were 
among those swept into the official not 
by indictments here. 


In the recruiting cases much of the 
evidence upon wliich the federal 
au- 
thorities acted was' gathered by private 
detectives in the employ of the Ger- 
man consular office here. 


Counter charges against German sym- 
pathizers had been made by the 
local 
British representatives. 


"There seems to be an idea current 
Hhat representatives of foreign govern- 
ments cannot be indicted in this connec- 
tion," said Federal Prosecutor Preston. 
"They are, however, Just as liable to 
our laws as any of our o>vtn citizens, 
and can be just as easily indicted. Our 
probe has by no means been 
finished— 
indeed, it has just begun."

Washington, July 30.—In round num- 
bers there were 22,000,000 persons en- 
rolled in educational institutions in the 
United States in 1914, according to the 
annual report of the commissioner of 
education just issued. 
Of these over 
1S>,000,000 were in elementary schools; 
1,374,000 in secondary schools, both pub- 
lic and private, and 210,000 in colleges 
and universities. 


Close to another hundred thousand 
•were in normal schools preparing to be 
teachers, 67,000 were 
in professional 
schools and the remainder were scat- 
tered through other types of institu- 
tions. The teachers for this educational 
army numbered 700,000, of whom 566,- 
000 were in public schools. In point of 
rapid growth the public high school still 
presents the most impressive 
figures; 
the enrollment for 1914 is greater by 
over 84,000 than for the year before. 


The cost of education for the year, 
as estimated by the bureau, was $750,- 
000,000. 
"This* three-quarters of a bil- 
lion is a relatively small amount when 
compared with other items in the pub- 
lic expense," declares the report. "It 
is less by $300,000,000 than the cost of 
running the federal government; it is 
less than one-third the nation's expendi- 
ture for alcoholic liquors; it is only a 
little over three times the estimated 
cost of admissions to moving picture 
theaters in the United States for the 
same year." 


Very little increase is yet to be noted 
in the average term for public schools. 
Between 1910 and 1913 the increase was 
from 167.5 days a year 
to 
158.1—a 
growth of only six-tenths of a day in 
three years. 
Attendance has improved, 
however. The average number of days 
attended by each person enrolled in- 
creased from 113 in 1910 to 115.6 in 
1913.

(By Harry Payne Burton.) 


Montreal, Canada, July 30—I 
have 
been in Canada a week and no one has 
asked me my name, nor my business, 
nor demanded my passport; but I was 
in Montreal less than three hours when 
I was "held up" on the comer- and re- 
quested to "do my duty and join the 
colors!" 


sThey were singing, a big crowd of re- 
cruits and citizens, beneath the shadow 
of the huge MacDonald monument on 
Dominion square, the center of 
this 
great, growing city—^methopolis of Can- 
Eda with its 600,000 people, its rush of 
urban traffic and its files of looming 
skyscrapers. 
I was standing still, try- 
ing to catch the words as they rang 
out above the din of the streets: 
"Brave Canadians, true Canadians, pa- 
triots one and all— 
•Going loyally, going manfully, answer- 
ing the call. 
They're crossing o'er the sea to fight 


for liberty— 
For Britain will they bravely fight till 


they have won the day!" 
A Great Wave of Recruiting Fervor. 
For it Avas the first time I had heard 
the great Canadian -recruiting 
song, 
"Britain s Call," that they are singing 
everywhere up here. 
But I had scarce; 
ly stopped when a hand dropped on my 
shoulder and a voice said, "This fel- 
low looks as though his chest will meas- 
ure thirty-four all 
right. 
Come 
on, 
don't be a slacker; do your duty and 
join the colors!" 


This incident shows 
the spirit 
of 
Canada today—English-speaking 
Can- 
ada! 
For now she is fullj"^ awake and 
the next three months are surely going 
to witness here a Avave of recruiting 
fever such as has seldom, if ever, been 
sedn anywhere, unless all signs fail. 


When the European war first broke 
out Canada was asked to provide 100,- 
000 men and she did so 
easily 
and 
quick|y. 
Her 
standing 
forces 
and 
militia amounted to nearly that many 
and within a few months 70,000 of her 
soldiers had crossed the seas and to- 
day 70,000 more are on their way or 
in training. 


But the fortunes of war have not co- 
incided with early prophecies and Kitch- 
ener has asked Carfada for "more men 
and more men and more men" in his 
own striking Avords. 
And so 
today 
Canada has suddenly come face to face 
Avith Avaging a campaign for upAvards 
of 500.000 more troops—and her "regu- 
lars," her "floating population" and her 
"born fighters" already gone. 
How the Western World Goes About 
War Business. 


Because compactness of population is 
necessary to produce patriotic feeling 
at its highest point, the great city is 
alAvays bound to present the best ex- 
ample of the national recruiting process 
and the popular reaction to it, so 
I 
came to Montreal to watch hoAv the 
Avestern world is going to go about this 
serious business and how her people 
"take" it—to get, in short, a real pic- 
ture of the "war time spirit in Can- 
ada." 


Here, indeed, you feel war in the air 
—^just as you do in London or Paris 
or Berlin! 
It begins as you step off 
the boat at the docks which border the 
St. LaAvrence and it extends right up 
through the slanting city to the very 
crest of Montreal, Avhere, in the res- 
taurant of the Ritz-Carlton hotel, count- 
less officers in khaki are giving fare- 
well parties to the city's 
debutantes 
before they leave next week for, "some- 
where in France"—perhaps forever!

It is calculated that $50,000,- 
000 worth of goods have left this port 
this year already; and future war or- 
ders, July 15, were officially estimated 
by the Ottawa government at $400,000,- 
000! 
Getting Half a Million in Strictly Amer- 
ican Way. 


TJie spirit of awakened Canadian loy- 
alty, though, is most obvious to the lay 
eye on the streets of Montreal. 
For 
Canada's campaign for 500,000 troops, 
if needed, is going to be conducted in 
the strictly American waj'—by adver- 
tising. And where does advertising have 
her dwelling place if not in the streets? 


There has been a great deal reported 
about the advertising campaign in Eng-

Today, along the entire length 
of

street, 
the 
principal 
thoroughfare, boy 
scouts—very young 
ones—are stationed at every 
corner. 
Their spindley, pipe stem legs are bare 
from calf to knee, and they 
look 
as 
fragile as gla ssin comparison with the 
great overtopping banners they 
carry 
and on which red letters read: 
ARE YOU G0INC4 TO JOIN? 


IF Y'OU DON'T GO, WE'LL 
HAVE TO! 


This single advertising scheme has 
made a terrific sensation in Montreal 
and you can witness many a little tad 
leading ofi" a strapping youth to one of 
the recruiting tents which have just 
been erected on all the squares. 


Every vacant store, practically, in the 
business district has been given over 
as a recruiting station also, and all the 
windows are plastered with really strik- 
ing and attractive recruiting posters. 
In each doorway hangs a brown pri- 
vates cap and on it the legend, " l i the 
cap fits you, wear it!" Aviiile beneath 
a big victrola plays, "It's a Long Way 
to Tipperary" and other patriotic airs. 
There is always a crowd about each 
place and every few minutes one young 
fellow detaches himself, enters the store 
and becomes a "volunteer." 


Pretty Girls as Recniiting OflScers. 
But most of all you notice when you 
arrive in Montreal that the streets are 
ablaze with pink handbills. 
Every one 
seems to have one, given to him by one 
of the pretty girls who pass them out 
at the corners. 
Here is what 
these 
handbills say: 


"The Canadian army is the best paid 
in the world! 


"A man joining the Canadian over- 
seas forces need not worry about his 
family and dependents. 
They are well 
piovided for. 
The rates of pay are as 
follows: 


Private—Pay, $1.10 a day; separation 
allowance, $20 per month. 


Corporal—Pay, $1.20 a day; separa- 
tion alloAvance, $20 per month. 


"Sergeant—Pay, $1.50 a day; separa- 
tion allowance, $25 per month. 


"The hour of need is here! 
Canada 
needs her best sons in her armies!" 


Then follows a list of the recruiting 
stations and their addresses. 


In the parks, too, at night there is 
to be seen another example of 
"the 
American wa!y" as it is being applied 
to the great war. 
There is a nightly 
band concert held in each of these, as 
usual, but now, between each number 
of the program speakers make appeals 
for recruits and while the music is play- 
ing the results of each appeal is thrown 
on a big film screen behind the band- 
stand. 


The best of Montreal's war * spirit, 
the most complete manifestation, is be- 
ing displayed in the-matter of manu- 
facturing munitions. 
There is not one 
shop which is available for this pur- 
pose which has not responded to the 
full. 
Even the Canadian Pacific rail- 
load's workshops are wholly occupied 
with this work. 


Canadian School Boys Make Shells. 
But Montreal's unique 
achievement, 
next to her famous "baby parade for 
recruits," comes in this connection and 
is the turning of her school youths into 
the makers of shells for the allies. 


It is the Montreal Technical school 
which has gained the plaudits of the en- 
tire dominion for this idea. 


In the building there are 
eighteen 
lathes suitable for 
such 
work 
and 
enough advanced pupils have, volunteer- 
ed to give up their summer vacations 
to keep these running day and night! 


Everywhere here it is the game, judg- 
ed by and large—that a sudden awaken- 
ing is taking place to the fact that Can- 
ana is needed, and needed badly, if the 
ideals for which she and the mother 
country stand are to live. 


The summer visitor above the forty- 
fifth parallel this year will not find 
Canada merely the usual vacation—land 
of cool 
fishing—reservoirs 
and 
quiet, 
slumberous places. 
He will find it an 
intensely loyal British possession, be- 
ginning to blaze forth with a^ patriotic 
fervor equal to that now raging in Eng- 
land itself.

by 
Trainload 


Huge Orders at Pennsgrove 
for Allies—And Orders, 
Also, for Germany—Turn- 
ing Fluffy, Innocent Cot- 
ton Into Deadly Grun- 
cotton.

Pennsgrove, N. J., July 20.~A dinky 
dot on the banks of the Delaware yes- 
terday. 
Today a roaring, 
marvelous 
mushrnom city perched perilously on 
the verge of three million pounds of 
guncotton and raising 
reckless 
riot 
there! 


Tomorrow will there be no more of 
Pennsgrove than 
a 
powder-blackened 
skeleton ? 


Thus the history of the 
strangest 
boom town in America may be summed 
up in simple assertion, a Avild excla- 
mation, and a dubious query! 


A few months ago 
Pennsgrove, a 
dreamy village situated opposite Wil- 
mington, Del., and a mile and a half 
above the DuPont powder factory at 
Carney's point, boasted only 2,i500 sim- 
ple souls, a soda water fountain and a 
tin type shop. 


Harken to what Pennsgrove boasts 
today:

shoved across one bar after sundown 
last evening!

A $200,000 increase in bank deposits 
in one month! 


Two blay.ing movie theaters, the lock- 
up full to overflowing every night, a 
monumental real estate boom, 
room 
rentals from $5 a week up, a hurly-burly 
serviré of jitneys- in fact, a full-fledged 
boom rivaling the wild west in its palm- 
iest gold rush «lays! 


And what's the reason for this fren- 
zied flurry in Jersey geography? 


War orders! 
Powder for the allies 
and powder for the Ciermans, too, be- 
cause the DuPonts do manage easily to 
get ammunition through to 
Germany. 
It goes to South America, very, very 
quietly, and thence very quietly to neu- 
tral countries like Denmark, Norway, 
Sweden and Holland, through which it 
is shipped to its destination.

Washington, D. C., July 27—To add 
another interesting feature to the events 
of the forthcoming forty-ninth annual 
-encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic in Washington, the citizens' 
committee which has the 
matter 
in 
charge is endeavoring to arrange for ex- 
hibition during the week of September 
27-October 3, a wonderful collection of 
historic war relics. 
Washington is fill- 
ed with reminders of the great strug- 
gle; many of these relics are owned 
and held by the government, but the 
average visitor sees few of them. 
It 
is planned to extend a special courtesy 
to the old veterans and allow them an 
opportunity to view some of these high- 
ly prized treasures. 


In a 
fireproof 
vault, opening from 
a small room on the third floor of the 
treasury building, are the manuscript 
archives which set forth the diplomatic 
efforts of the confederacy to secure rec- 
ognition as a member of the family of 
nations and to obtain the means to es- 
tablish a navy and maintain an army. 


When the most important of the con- 
federate archives were removed 
from 
Richmond, the diplomatic 
correspond- 
ence, consisting of the "state depart- 
ment" records, except the secret serv- 
ice papers, which had been destroyed by 
Mr. Benjamin, were hidden in a barn 
in Virginia. 
Later, they were packed 
in four yellow trunks, 
and 
brought 
from Richmond to Washington by their 
custodian. Col. John T. Pickett. After 
endeavoring for years to 
dispose 
of 
them. Col. Kckett, having indexed them, 
took them to Canada, where, in April, 
1872, the trunks and their contents were 
purchased for the use of the United 
States. 
On July 3, 1872, the trunks 
were delivejjjj^ at the white house, and 
later were removed to the 
treasury. 
Col. Pickett, in payment, received the 
stipulated sum of $75,000, a, large por- 
tion of which was distributed to needy 
widows and orphans of confederate sol- 
diers. 


The money for the "Pickett papers" 
had been appropriated by special act 
of 
congress. 
Many 
persons 
asserted 
that no good could result 
from 
the 
resurrection of these long-buried docu- 
ments, even if genuine, as some feared 
they were not, and that Secretary Bout- 
well had wasted $75,000 on four trunks 
filled with worthless paper. 
However, 
time has demonstrated the wisdom of 
this purchase. 
The names in the in- 
dexes of the Pickett papers, in addition 
to those of the correspondence of the 
confederate treasury and other depart- 
ments, have been of great convenience 
and inestimable 
value 
in 
defeating 
fraudulent 
claims to the amount 
of 
many millions of dollars. 
These diplo- 
matic papers remained in the original 
receptacles until about a year ago, when 
the quaint old trunks were sold at one 
of the treasury auctions. 
The papers 
had already been placed in three new 
chests of polished pine. 


Col. Pickett was the latest 
known 
custodian of the great seal of the con- 
federate states. 
Of this seal, 
which 
never was used, many romantic stories 
are told. 
That it was destroyed at the 
close of the hostilities is untrue. 
In 
1870, after having had its genuineness 
attested by its English manufacturers, 
Col. Pickett ordered from a Washing- 
ton jeweler many replicas of it, in gold, 
silver and bronze, which were sold for 
the benefit of destitute southerners. One 
of these replicas is now In the National 
museum, and another in the state de- 
partment of the capital of l^outh Caro- 
lina. 
The original was made in Lon- 


don, at a cost of 122 pounds 10 shillings.. 
It was finished July 2, 1864, and did 
not reach Richmond imtil the evacua- 
tion of that city. 
It is believed that 
Col. Pickett's heirs are the only per- 
sons who know its whereabouts. 


In a small dark room under the eaves 
of the soiith wing of the treasury stand 
seven large packing boxes with covers 
nailed down. 
Sightseers are never per- 
mitted to enter this dingy attic room, 
and very few persons, even among th« 
oldest employes, could guess the con- 
tents of the boxes. They are filled with 
confederate money, a portion of which 
v>&9 captured from southern banks and 
from dead or living confederate sol- 
diers .nnd forwarded through the. war 
department to the treasur3% 
The larg- 
er share of this money was collected by 
the treasury agents Avho conducted the 
cotton business of the United States ia 
1804 and succecding years. 


These boxes contain not only 
the 
banknotes of the confederate govern- 
ment. but thousands of the bills issued 
by the states in insurrection, to take 
the place of the "chips" which trades- 
men were compelled to offer as change 
after the south suspended specie pay- 
ment in July, ISOl. 
Later the issue of 
small bills by the various states ren- 
dered these "chips" unnecessary.

Faker From Indiana 


CSfate Pore Food Law, Kow 
Ten YeaarB Old, Has Been 
Effective in Driving Food 
and Drug Frauds from 
I3ie State—43ome of Its 
Work.

, T«« jcar« ago hi this month of July 
Jil« food faker» of Europe and America 
canceling orders for trade labels 
boro the easy money slogan: "For 
Indiana Only." 
That was a popular 
code for exclusive merc^iandising years 
lago. When a crookcd manufacturer had

a wagon load of yellow sawdust to sell 
he labeled it mayonnaise, tacked a "For 
Indiana Only" label on it, then distrib- 
uted it to the grocers of this state. But 
that was in the old days. 


On July 1, 1905, Indiana began de- 
manding that the "For Indiana Only" 
label disappear from the foodstuffs con- 
sumed by her people. The demand was 
backed by one of the best. pure food 
laws ever enactc<l by an American rom- 
monwealth and it stands today as «ne 
of the models. 
This state did not be- 
gin to realize how dishonestly it was 
being dealt with by food producers un- 
til one day a copy of the Inland Gro- 
cer, a trade journal, was shown mem- 
bers of the legislature. 
There wag pub- 
lished a price list of foodstuffs for the 
wholesale trade and, woven into the 
long columns of quotations, was a sus- 
picious looking list of peppers, extracts, 
coffees, teas and other articles that 
were marked "For Indiana Only." 


Flavored With Lemon-Grass. 


The quotations were slightly below 
prices named for other states and an 
investigation disclosed the fact that In- 
diana was using diluted alcohol colored 
with yellow dye and paying for it as 
lemon extract. 
It was flavored with 
cil of lemon-grass, citron and other sub- 
Btitutes for the genuine lemon oil. Our 
vanilla extracts were tonka extract col- 
ored with caramel. 
The olive oil we 
used was refined cottonseed oil shipped 
to France and Italy, then shipped back 
to us a few months later bottled and 
bearing the label "Pure Olive Oil." The 
ocean travel evidently 
provided 
the 
flavor. 


Indiana was the last of the central 
states to enter legal protest against 
the adulteration of foods and drugs. 
The legislature of 1905 approved an ap- 
propriation of $15,000 for the founding 
and maintenance of a 
laboratory 
of 
hygiene with special departments deal- 
ing with food and drug adulteration. 
The state board of health began cast- 
ing about for a man to head the new 
department, and Dr. J. N. Hurty, the 
secretary, went to Washington in quest 
of the right man. 
There, through the 
agency of Dr. Harvey Wiley, then the 
chief of the government's bureau of 
chemistry, and Dr. Albert E. Leach, of 
Boston, he met H. E. Barnard, then the 
food and drug commissioner of New 
Hampshire. 


Free of Adulterated Foodstuffs. 


Mr. Barnard, at the time of his meet- 
ing with Dr. Hurty, had several pros- 
pects for important appointments, but 
the Indiana idea caught hold of him. 
He wished an opportunity to develop an 
effective food and drug bureau. 
Indi- 
ana has the result to boast of today. He 
hiw made this state feared by the fak- 
ers, and it is believed that Indiana is 
as free of adulterated foodstuffs as any 
of its sister commonwealths. 


When Mr. Barnard took up the duties 
of food and 
drug 
commissioner 
two 
rooms in the basement of the capitol 
building were given to him. 
His first 
assistant was Harry E. Bishop, who re- 
mains with him in the service today, 
and who has helped quite materially in 
giving Indiana a pure food reputation 
among producers and dealers. 


In 1907, after nearly two years of im- 
tiring zeal in searching out the food 
fakers, the bureau began getting real 
tesnKs. The work involved the analysis 
of thousands of samples of food, and 
the disclosures of fraud were so start- 
ling that the legislature of that year 
not only passed one of the most drastic 
pure -food laws ever enacted, but also 
gave the bureau $15,000 with which to 
continue the work. 
This 
threw 
the 
fooii fakers into panic, and scores 
of 
them rushed to the statehouse to ask 
for time to change their 
system 
of 
manufacture and sale. 
Several 
were 
put completely out of business and In- 
diana began to get the taste of real 
Itnaple syrup, sure-enough vinegar and 
honest tea and coffee. 


The revelations made by the chem- 
ists in the state's laboratories were as- 
tounding. 
Of 250 samples of vinegar 
sold in almost every instance as "pure 
cider vinegar," none fully conformed to 
the law. 
One firm was so bold in its 
fraudulent practices that it placed la- 
bels on its barrels offering $100 reward 
for proof that the contents of the bar- 
rel were not pure fermented apple juice. 
Ifr. Barnard and his assistants found it 
k> be a glaring fraud. 
Nearly all the

Mia la a state known as a producer of 
sweets from her maple trees the shelves 
of Hoosier groceries, until a few short 
years ago, sold to us Hoosiers brilliant- 
ly labeled cans of "Pure Vermoni; Ma- 
ple Syrup." The contents were not from 
Vermont, nor were they pure. 
They 
had been dished up by food fakers who 
were adepts at the art of m i ^ g cane 
syrup with ground corncobs' and nu- 
merous chemicals, producing 
a syrup 


that tasted something like maple, but 
wasn't. Our old-fashioned sorghum also 
suffered at the hands of the fakers and 
it took a hard battle by the state food 
commissioner and his deputies ,to drive 
this food fraud out of Indiana. 
Mr. 
Barnard is certain that, prior to ten 
years ago, 98 per cent, of the 
maple 
syrup sold in Indiana was adulterated. 
He is certain that today Mr. Hoosier 
gets only the real stuff on his pancakes 
hi tlie morning. 


The beekeepers were more numerous 
than the bees. 
Men who kept a bee 
kept larger quantities of cane sugar and 
glucose for the manufacture 
of fake 
honey. 
The compound was liino'WTi as 
"Choicest 
California 
^^Tiite 
Clover 
Honey," but not a bee had ever buzzed 
within a mile of it. 
Purchasers 
paid 
fancy prices for this fake stuff. 


Then there was Mr. Spice Grinder to 
deal with. He was a busy little grind- 
er. except that he didn't grind spices. 
He ground roasted bread crumbs and 
sold it to us for pepper. Flour colored 
with turmeric was pood enough for us 
as a mustard. 
Dyed sawdust was oui 
cayenne pepper and we had ground olivi 
stones, cocoatnut shells and similar stufi 
in our orders for various spices. 
Mr 
Spice Grinder made easy money—an. 
fast. 


Then there was the historic batti» 
with the canners. Our old friend, Bon 
zoa^e of Soda, came in for an awfii] 
lacing at the hands of the pure fooc 
experts. 
The use of numerous othe 
preservatives also was battled againi- 
We were buying strawberry jelly, at 
tractively put up in wooden pails tlia 
had pictures of the Garden 
of 
Edi' 
plastered all 
over. them. . It 
wasii 
strawberry jelly at all. 
It was a con 
glonieration of apple cores and skint 
the refuse of evaporated apple factoriet 
sweetened with glucose and done int< 
a beautiful color by the use of anilin» 
dyes. 
Benzoate of soda served as thi 
jMeservativa. 
Ten years ago 
it 
wat 
practically impossible to buy a piu'c 
tomato catsup. 
Every brand was arti 
ficially colored 
and 
preserved. 
The 
ciicaper brands of catsup were mad< 
froin vegetable pulp, then- colored, and 
spiced. 
One cainner was found who 
boufiht up- all the spoiled, fermented 
cans of tomatoes from the canners and 
wholesalers. 
He turned his 
purthast 
into tomato catsup, but was caught at 
it and put out of business. 


Coffee from Beans and Peas. 
Even coffee came in for its turn as a 
tool of the fakers. The coffee drinkers 
of America were made to be content 
with a liquid brewed from 
browned 
beans aind peas. Mlth the importation 
of tho cheap South American coffees 
much of this faking has been abolished, 
although there are producers who still 
try to sell coffees labeled Mocha 
and 
Java that have never been near those 
famous coffee producing lands. 
Cocoa 
and chocolate also came in for atten- 
tion from the food fakers and many an 
American has had cocoa for breakfast 
that was nothing 
more 
thaui 
flour, 
starch, groimd cocoanut 
shells 
and 
sugar. 


Butter has been manufactured m a 
dozen fake forms, but the United States 
government has placed such restrictions 
on the butter makers that they have 
to label their non-cream product clear- 
ly as oleomargarine. Eggs are the cen- 
ter of much attention In Indiana's pure 
food laboratories today and the state's 
inspectors are scouring town and coim 
try to enforce the rules regarding the 
handling of eggs as foodstuffs. 
The 
department has scattered broadcast a 
circular telling farmers, 
grocers 
and 
commission men how 
eggs shall 
be 
tested, labeled and sold. 
Instructions 
are giveai as to the candling of eggs 
and the way to detect defects in them. 
Fake Compounds of Many Sorts. 
Another effective work done by Mr. 
Barnard's department has been the bait- 
ings of the drug impostors. Indiana, like 
other states, was duped and doped with 
fake drugs and cure-alls that were such 
glaring frauds that many of them quit 
the state without waiting for the law 
to make them move. So-called drug- 
gists made fake compounds of a thou- 
sand sorts, placed fancy labels an the 
bottles and sent them to cinre the ills 
of the drooping Hoosier. 
Along came 
the pure food chemists in the state lab- 
oratory with reports that simply knock- 
ed the fakers into oblivion. 
Mr. Bar- 
nard's report on fake compounds was 
not cowarfly. He came right out with 
bulletins telling the names of the fakes, 
the contents, the cost of manufacture, 
the ¡name of the manufacturer and the 
jirice he asked for his goods. 


It was a 42-centimeter shot into the 
camp of the frauds and has resulted in 
a general cleaning out of drug store 
shelves throughout Indiana. 
The de- 
partment's bulletin on fake 
remedies 
has been mailed into practically every 
village, town and city in Indiana and 
there has been a big demand for it in 
other states. 
The drug fakers were 
started on the run through the publicity 
thus given them and many of 
them

have been compelled to seek 
a more 
legitimate means of livelihood. 


The legislature of 1909 gave the state 
another important appropriation. 
Tliis 
was for $5,000 for use in making water 
and sewage tests throughout the state. 
The result of this work has, in a large 
measure, decreased typhoid fever in In- 
diana and has been responsible for the 
closiing of many dangerous wells. The 
state's water experts recently visited 
i'.ll the towns along the Ohio river and 
made testa of the water, both in the 
river and in the wells, to assist' in wip- 
ing out all typhoid fever menaces. The 
work was effective for 
greq^ 
good 
among the people of southern Indiana. 
Ihe watqr laboratory is kept busy mak- 
ing tests of samples of water sent from 
all parts of the state, the people hav- 
ing learned that pure water is essen- 
tial if they would have good health, 


Indiana has two pure food laws that 
were the first of the kind to be made 
operative—the sanitary food law and 


the cold storage law. The sanitary food 
law serves to give the state control of 
bakeries and other concerns that handle 
foodstuffs in tho bulk. 
The cold stor- 
age law regulates the handling of per- 
ishable foods that are kept by refriger- 
ation. 
The state also has a renovated 
butter law that has beeai taken as a 
model by other states. 
Still another 
important statute regulates stream pol- 
lution. 


In 1913 the Indiana legislature appro- 
priated $5,000 with which to combat 
weights and measures sharks, the fel- 
lows who put false bottoms in their 
strawberry boxes or their bushel bas- 
ket»; the men who tinker with their 
scales until they have made it profitable 
for the seller to be crooked. 
This de- 
partment has been strengthened by ad- 
ditional money and the possession 
of 
full seta of standard weights amd meas- 
ures, as fixed by the government at 
Washington. 


Many Iffw Are Added. 


Steadily the department 
of 
foods. 


drugs, weights and measures has gone 
forward until now, instead of two men, 
the original force, there are employed 
eleven cliemists, six 
inspectors, 
two 
clerks and a 
janitor. 
It is 
expected 
that the number of iaispectors will be 
greatly increased to help in further- 
ing a crusade against unclean dairies 
throughout the state. 
The department 
has worked hard to help the dairy sit- 
uation, and it has been greatly improv- 
ed, but there still are remote milk pro- 
ducing farms that must comply with 
the laws governing sanitation. 


During the ten years that Commis- 
sioner Barnard ofid his force have been 
at work they have analyzed more than 
30,000 samples of foods and drugs, all 
of it material collected by inspectors or 
sent in by physicians and 
interested 
• persons. With each year the percentage 
of adulteration has decreased. 
In the 
water laboratory a total of 10,601 sam- 
ples of water have been analyzed. 
All 
the analyses have been m a w i t h o u t 
cost to those submitting the samples. 


The result is that today Iindiana is re- 
garded as a state in which it is hiard 
to "put crooked stuff across." 


The fight for pure foods and drugs 
and for honest weights and measures 
has been one in which the education of 
the public has played an important part. 
There is now en tour in Indiana an ex- 
hibit that serves to educate the people 
on subjects of hygiene, health and the 
handling of foodstuffs. 
It is sent out 
by the board of health and has served 
well tp make the people understand how 
to deal with the problems that con- 
front them daily. They have even been 
taught to avoid buying "hot wieners" 
fiom open carts at the street corners. 


Survey of Vincennes. 


Last year Commissioner Barnard's de- 
partment maile a complete sanitary sur- 
vey at Vincenmes, a work that was more 
comprehensive than anything else of a 
similar nature ever undertaken by an 
American city. 
Similar problems are 
now being dealt with at Noblesville and 
Logansport. 


The government has been helping In- 
dia-na in much of its work. At present 
the federal government maintains in 
Jackson Place, this city, a bureau that 
inspects the egg and poultry shipments 
in this state. 
There is a laboratory in 
the Jackson Place bureau that is kspt 
busy dealing with the butter and egg 
problems. 


In summing up the ten years* work 
of his department Mr. Barnard gives 
much praise to the Indianapolis News. 
WTien the fight was on for the enact» 
nient of state pure food laws, ten years 
ago, the News, both through cartoons 
and editorials, did effective work in pro* 
ducing sentiment in favor of the new 
laws. 
The state's food fakers foa^^t 
the legislation an din Mr. Bamhard'a 
office there now hangs a series of car- 
toons that did much to swing publie 
sentiment into line for food refwins.

Swiss Soldiers and Guides 
Tell of Battles in Aus- 
tro Italian War. 


Genevf, July 30.—Swiss soldiers and 
guides bring some picturesque details of 
the. fighting between Italy and Austria 
in the Alps around Stelvio pass, 0,000 
feet high, and the neighboring heights 
overlooking the ValteJine valley. 


Stelvio pass is an important back- 
door entrance into Italy, 
threatening 
Milan. It was strongly fortified by the 
Austrians and manned by a large body 
of mountain 
artillery. 
The 
Italians 
have similarly 
fortified other 
passes 
nearby, and there are daily artillery du- 
els, "While at night the whole district is 
swept by searchlights, 
Swiss 
soldiers 
on sentry duty a few miles away keep 
constant watch over the scene. 
Near 
the point where the Swiss, Italian and 
Austrian frontiers meet there are sev- 
eral villages where the inhabitants all 
apeak a half dozen languages and dia- 
lects. 


The principal pass was buried imder 
two feet of snow when war began be- 
tween Austria and Italy, but the Aus- 
trian Alpinists cleared a path straight 
to the summit, and recently 
fighting 
has been taking place above the clouds, 
which cut off both sides from view of 
their bases and supporting artillery be- 
low, so that they have to depend for 
orders and instructions on the field tele- 
phone. 


The Italian batteries on the lower 
ridges obtained the exact range of the 
summit of the pads after a few experi- 
ments, and they keep up a continual 
cannonade, firing through the clouds, of 
course without seeing the result 
of 
their shots. 


The Red Cross workers on both sides 
experience the greatest 
difficulty 
in 
reaching the wounded at isolated places 
in the upper ranges. The nurses in this

SLIPPERY CBOOE 


LANDED AT LAST 


Ray Jackson, the Lagro Fugitive, Known 
to Fort Wayne Police, is Now in 
JaU at Watosh. 


Wabash, Ind., July 30.—Kay Jackson, 
of Lagro, better 
to 
people 


throughout this 
region as "Slippery 
Jim," because of the amazing success 
of his numerous efforts to ascape from 
officers of the law, is now in the coun- 
ty jail here, having been arrested by 
Town ilarshal Enyart, of Lagro, on a 
surety of the pcacc A v a r r a n t sworn out 
by his mother-in-law, Mrs. Grenno, of 
that town. 
The arrest of Jackson, it 
is believed, will write finis to a long 
chapter of police records. 
For the last 
two years attempt after attempt has j 
been 'made by sheriffs' posses to arrest ' 
Jackson, but every time the attempt 
has come to naught. It will be remem- 
bered that Sheriff Niccum once 
had 
"Slippery Slim" almost in his grasp, 
but lie gave him the slip so clevcrl^'- 
that the men composing the posse have 
not yet recovered from the shock. In 
jail here Jackson said that he was tired 
of a criminal life and gave himself up 
to the officers. 
He recalled the effort 
made by Sheriff Coble and his deputies 
to capture him last Marcli, wlicn the 
sJieriff's posse surrounded the liouse un- 
til daylight and then 
made 
a 
vain 
scarcli of the premises, 
Avhcn he was 
just a few hundred yards from the 
officers, hidden safely among the hills, 
and was launched in a treetop, laugh- 
ing to .his heart's content at tlie shiv- 
ering ofiicers who were surrounding the 
Louse, and expecting to make a clean 
swoop and take in custody their prey. 
Jackson also recalled tlie incident when 
anotlier sheriff's party was formed and 
surrounded the house, and when his i 
rpother-in-law encouraged a vicious dog | 
to guard the premises ami keep away j 
all oilicers and while tlie slicriff'e posse 
v»'as fighting away the infuriated ani- 
mal, he silently stole away through the 
back door and hid in an outbuilding 
until tlie men gave up the chase and 
returned to tills city. 
Jackson was ar- 
rested in Fort Wayne some months ago 
by detectives who caught liim while lie 
was trying to sell a valuable diamond 
ring in a pawn shop. 
He said the ring 
had lieen stolen by his wife. There was 
no charge against him in Fort Wayne 
end he was turne<l over to the sheriff 
of Fulton coiuity, Ohio, where he was 
wanted for burglary. He had given tlie 
sheriff tlie slip when that officer went 
to a farm where Jackson was employed 
to arrest him, "Slippery Jim" making 
his getaway through a small rear door, 
while the officer looked on. After Jack- 
son was returned from Fort Wayne to 
jail in Waiiseon he again made his es- 
cape. 
His v.ife was tried in Hunting- 
ton for the theft of the ring Jackson 
had in Fort Wayne, it being charged 
that she had stolen it from a Mrs. Gass. 
but an old man of 
Lagro 
supported 
Mrs. Jackson's statement that he had 
given her the ring. The jury acquitted 
her. 
The ring is now in possession of 
Chief of Police diaries Lenz, of Fort 
Wa yne, who has been sued 
by Mrs. 
Jackson in replevin proceedings to ob- 
tain the jewel, the chief refusing to sur- 
render it to anybody until its owner- 
ship is determined by the courts.

Indianapolis, July 30.—Officers of the 
Indiana apple show of the Indiana Hor- 
ticultural society, to be held November 
G-13, in Indianapolis, were elated 
to 
read the United States crop report just 
issued for July, forcasting a 7,688,000- 
liushel apple yield for Indiana this year. 
This gives a million-bushel increase over 
the June estimate and assures the big- 
gest crop ever known for this state, un- 
less Hnforeseen disease occurs in the 
next few months. 


The many reports 
received 
by , the 
apple show committee from all parts of 
Indiana indicate that fire blight 
causing vast damage, and it was felt 
that both the apple, crop and the Indi- 
ana apple show might suffer in conse- 
Guence. That Indiana lias been able to 
liold her own while many other middle 
western and eastern states have 
lost 
heavily, reflects credit upon the 
pro- 
gressive apple growers of the state and 
the horticultural department of Purdue, 
which have worked together to spread 
knowledge of measures of control. 


New York Loses Heavily. 


New York, in the single month 
of 
June, 
lost 
almost 
3,500,000 
bushels, 
largely as a result of fire blight. 
Penn- 
pylvania, which reports fire blight to be 
very bad in every part, suffered a loss 
of 700,000 bushels. 
Ohio 
publications 
say that fire blight has attained the 
magnitude of a scourge there and is re- 
sponsible for a decrease in 
the 
Ohio 
crop. In North Carolina an experiment 
station bulletin says; 


"There will be only about 40 per cent 
of a normal apple crop, due almost en- 
tirely to the ravages of the pear or blos- 
som blight." During June, North Caro- 
lina suffered a decrease of 200,000 bush- 
els in her apple crop. 
Virginia, West 
Virginia, Missouri, 
Michigan, 
Illinois 
and other states, report serious blight 
damage. In Indiana, it is estimated in 
a recent leaflet on fire blight the money 
lost during the last Ave years was not 
far short of $2,000,000. 


How to Combat Disease. 


Numerous inquiries have 
been 
re- 
ceived by the apple show manager as to 
methods of combating and controlling 
the disease. 
The following description 
and methods of control will be of inter- 
est to all apple growers: 


"The disease attack» apple, pear and 
quince. 
It is caused by bacteria that 
multiply in the inner bark, where spray 
materials can not reach them. 
It w 
spread by insects. Much of its damage 
is due to destruction of the flowers in 
the nectar on which the bact^ia can 
multiply readily. 
It is 
carried 
over 
winter in the thick 
bark 
cankers of 
larger limbs or trunks. 
Moat of the 
infections occur in May and June, dur- 
ing close, showery weather. 


"Remove 
watersprouta 
immediately 
because of danger of spreading, down- 
ward to important parts, especiailly the 
crown region, where collar rot may bo 
produced. 
.Cut off limbs 
that 
hav.» 
thick bark affected, or cut out the bark 
canker if it is small. 
The small twigs 
and fruit spurs on apple are not dan- 
gerous at this 4ate, after 
they 
have 
dried and cracks 
have 
appeared be- 
tween sound and dead parts. 
On pear, 
even the sniallest affected twigs niay 
cause further trouble and should b« re- 
moved. 


"Always cut well below the affected 
part, ten to twenty inches if possible. 
Disinfect all wounds with 1 to 1.000 
corosive sublimate solution (a poison 
sold by druggists), 
also 
paint 
the 
larger cuts. 
Look over the trees after 
the next showery period 
to 
be sure 
there it no spread from imperfectly re 
moved parts.

Indianapolis, July 30.—One of the de- 
partments of the Indiana government 
which is very beneficial to the taxpay- 
ers as a revenu^ producer as well as in 
the results acqomplished, and one that 
is not specifically understood by all the 
people, is the supervisor of state oil 
inspection. 


This department is quartered at room 
165, state house. 
Besides the state su- 
pervisor of oil inspection there is a sec- 
retary or clerk, and some sixty deputy 
inspectors or field men. 


It is the absolute duty of the field 
men to properly inspect all coal oil, 
and gasoline, collect fees for such in- 
spection and turn over one-half of the 
money to the state. 
The one-half re- 
tained by deputy inspectors pays their 
salaries and defrays their expenses to 
and from the oil stations. 


It does not matter 
to 
the 
state 
whether there are ten or sixty deputy 
inspectors. They are paid only for the 
oil and gasoline they inspect, and it 
costs the state nothing additional, as 
they are not paid salaries. 


During the year 1914 this depart/nent 
after paying all expenses, turned over 
to the state the net sum of $65,309.58, 
which did not cost the 
taxpayers 
a 
penny. 


The services, at the present time are 
perhaps the best and most efficient ever 
known in the history of the' depart- 
ment. 


The old system was not satisfactory 
to J. O. Behymer, the present super- 
visor of oil inspection, and he formu- 
lated and recommended some 
changes 
which will comply with the laws of the 
state, and the refrom aimed 
at 
is 
heartily endorsed by Governor S. M. 
Ralston. 


Mr. Behymer sent out a circular let- 
ter of instructions to all deputy in- 
spectors aiming to secure thorough and 
systematic work in the department, and 
while thus securing most efficient and 
beneficial service to add as much as 
possible to the state revenues. 
For 
efficiency in this particular department 
means at once direct benefits tb the in- 
dividual citizen and increased revenues 
to the state at large. In his introduc- 
tory paragraph Mr. Behymer says: 


"In order that our department shall 
render the best and most efficient serv- 
ices to the state, and protect the con- 
sumers against inferior coal oil, gaso- 
line and other oil fluids or substances,' 
sold or offered for sale for illuminating 
and other purposes, as well as to safe- 
guard against explosions, and the loss 
of life and property, I direct that all 
such products as enumerated must be 
properly inspected according to the in- 
terpretation of the laws of the state 
of Indiana." 


After enumerating the legal duties 
of all deputy inspectors and impressing 
the importance of strict observance, the 
circular concludes: 
^ "I direct that yoU comply v?ith thé 
stipulations enumerated 
below, 
irre- 
spective of w^hat methods have been fol- 
lowed during the past: 


.''"GoC yoursejf and procure a genuine 
sampTd' 
thlg oil, gasoline, etc., from 
the tanks, barrels, or 
reccptacles in 
which shipments 
are 
made. 
Make 
proper inspection of the contents and 
if the test comes up to the requirements 
of the laws, approve it; otherwise, re- 
ject it. Do not permit the station agent, 
company or dealer, to draw, sell or of- 
fer for sale any of the contents from 
the receptacles, until 
you get genu- 
ine samples and inspect them. 
If sta- 
tion agents do not promptly report all 
the shipments of such products, report 
them at once, always betng vigilant, as 
all oils or gasoline must be inspected, 
before being sold or offered for sale. No 
smuggling ' or attempts at 
smuggling 
will be tolerated. 
Be prompt in mak- 
ing your reports to the companies, de- 
manding the inspection fee, so you can 
make your monthly reports to this of- 
fice without delay. 


"I will expect yovi to comply with 
these recommendations, 
without 
any 
hesitation or evasion, whatever." 


While needed reforms are being in- 
augurated the revenues to the state are 
increasing, which 
demonstrates 
that 
business conditions are improving. The 
revenues in this department have in- 
creased more than $1,000 
per month 
during the past six months. 
In fact, 
from January to July, the net increase 
for six months to the state was $6,- 
764.60 more than diiring the correspond- 
ing months last year. 
' 


During the first si.v months of the 
year 1915, J. O. Behymer, the present 
supervisor of state oil inspection, has 
made two quarterly 
reports—one in- 
crease over the same period last year.

Mardi \to Room of Death. 
Becker roset to his feet when he saw 
Johnson, and took a crucifix from the 
hand of the prison' priest. 
To Father 
Curry Becker' gaw his last qiessage as 
he took his place at the h^td of the 
little file of *^en, thpit marched to the 
room of death.. Becker's message which 
he uttered to the priest was: 


"1 am not g»iilty-^by

world and my friends. 
Amen." The 
one-time police officer hesitated as he 
entered the execution room. 


Startled for Moment. 


It seemed to the witnesses as if he 
was startled, that the death chair waJ 
so near at hand. He looked quickly at 
the double row of witnesses, gianced at 
the floor, swept 
with 
his eyes the 
whitened walls of the room, and then 
suddenly, 
as 
if 
coming: to himself, 
walked briskly over the rubber mat and 
seated himself in the electric chair, lit- 
hind Becker followed the prison priests, 
chantinif the prayer of death, which wa« 
repeated by the condemned man. 


"Jesus, Mary, Joseph, have mercy on 
my soul," ner\'ously spoke Becker »a 
deputy 
wardens stepped forward and 
adjusted the electrodes. 
Hardly a min 
ute elapsed before the electrotude was 
placed to the right leg, a slit havin»» 
been previously cut in the trouser leg 
from the knee down. After the electrode 
had 
been firmly adjusted 
against 
shaven spot on the condemned 
'man's 
head, the state executioner looked at 
Deputy Warden Johnson, who surveyed 
the figure that was still mumbling the 
death prayer in the chair. 


Switch is Thrown. 


Johnson half turned his head and the 
executioner jammed the switch. The 
first shock lasted a full minute, and the 
executioner said that it waa 1,850 volts, 
and ten amperes in strength. It came 
while Becker was still commending his 
soul to his Maker. 


The two prison physicians 
stepped 
forward to examine the collapsed figure 
that sat supported in the death chair 
by the thick black leather straps. The 
stethoscope was applied to the heart, 
and. Dr. Charles Farr, the prison physi- 
cian, pressed his 
finger 
against 
the 
artery in the neck. 
There was still a 
feeble 
fluttering 
of the heart. The 
physician stepped back from the rubber 
mat and again 
the clectric 
current 
pulsed through the body. 
The shock 
lasted seven seconds and the current 
was then turned off. 


Third Shock Given. 


After a hasty examination Dr. Farr 
asked that a third shock be given..This 
lasted five seconds. 
An 
examination 
that took several 
minutes, 
followed. 
Three physicians among the witnesse» 
that made an examination and. Dr. Farr, 
at 5:55-o'clock, quietly announced: "I 
pronounce this man dead." 


During the night Becker pencilled on 
a piece of paper what . he 
captioned.

"My dying declaration." 
It was taken 
to the warden's office where two copies 
were typewritten, which Becker signed 
with .his fountain pen in a bold h^nd. 
To Deputy Warden Johnson, who had 
charge of the execution 
in 
place ot 
Warden Thomas Mott 
Osborne, who 
does not believe in the death penalty, 
the one-time police lieutenant gave his 
fountain pen as a gift. "It is the last 
thing that I have to give away, and I 
want you to have it. I want you to 
give this statement to tbe newspaper 
men." 


After his wife had said 
farewell, 
shortly after midnight, Becker 
main- 
tained a casual conversation with Depu- 
ty Warden Johnson, who sat beside the 
screen in front of his cell. 
Sometimes 
he smoked cigars, after which he would 
let his head fall upon his hand and gaze 
reflectively at the concrete floor for 
miniitrs at a time. 


Pins Wife's Photo Over Heart. 


Dawn found him seated on the edge 
of his cot carefuily pinning a photo- 
graplt of Jiis wife on his white shirt, just 
ever his heart. 
Then, as if he desired 
to liave her all to himself, Becker put 
on a thin black alpaca coat, which he 
tightly buttoned. 
The photograph was 
not seen by the witnesses 
until the 
}:risoii physician opened his coat. 


Ik-eker was put to death by the state 
executioner whose name is unknown to 
(he public. 
This man succeeded State 
Electrician Davis and he said he would 
not take the job unless his name was 
kept secret. He lives in a little town 
up-state 
and went 
about his work 
briskly. 


Becker's executioner said that in his 
opinion the man had died instantly at 
the first contact. 


Negro Murderer Follows. 


An autopsy of the body of Becker was 
performed, according to law, immediate- 
ly after the execution. 
After Becker's 
body had been removed from the electric 
chair, Samuel Haynes, a negro murderer, 
was brought into the execution room 
and electrocuted. 
One of Becker's last 
requests to Warden Osliome was that he 
be 
put to death 
before 
the negro 
Ilaynes. 


A statement credited to Mrs. Becker 
was given out here shortly after her 
husband's death. 


Mrs. Becker's Statement 


"I shall never rest," she was quoted as 
saying, "until I have exposed the meth- 
ods which were used to convict my hus- 
band. 
Wliether he was guilty or inno- 
cent. there was no justification for the 
means employed to convict him. 


"I would rather lose all the other 
members of my family, as dear as they 
are to me, than lose Charles. No one 
can take his place. In all of the ten 
years of our married life, I never had 
occasion once to regret that I waa his 
wife. 


"Charlie was no angel. He made no 
pretense of being one. He was just an 
ordinaiy human being—and perhaps that 
is why I loved him so." 


Dr. W. O. Stillman, of Auburn, who 
afiBisted in the autopsy, said that Becker 
showed unusual resistance to the electric 
fluid. 
After the autopsy Dr. Stillman 
said: "I noticed no unusual effects upon 
Becker's vital organs. The way he re- 
sisted the strong current was remarka- 
ble, showing him to be an unusually 
powerful man." 


It was expected that Becker's body 
will be removed some time today to 
New York, wl\ere funeral services will 
probably be held on Sunday. 


WIDOW RETURNS 
HOME. 


New York, July 30.—Returning from her 
last visit to the death house at Sing Sing 
prison, where she had taken her farewell 
of her husband, Mrs. Charles Becker ar- 
rived at the Becker home in the Bronx at 
2:40 a. m. today. 
She was accompanied 
by one of Becker' 8 brothers, who half 
carried her Into the house. 
Mrs. Becker 
showed appearances of the deep distress 
she was under. No attempt was made to 
question her about what took place at 
Ossining. 
She was met by her slater. 
Miss Mary Lynch. 


Mrs. Helen Becker, according to her 
brother, John Lynch, was bearing up well 
today after the strain she underwent yes- 
terday and laat night. 
Mrs. Becker is 
resting at her home today and Is not 
expected to see anyone except members 
of her family. 


An undertaker was dispatched today to 
OsBinning to get the body of Charles 
Becker. The funeral, it was announced, 
will take place Monday. A solemn high 
requiem mass will be said at the Church 
of St. Nichola of Tolentine by the Rev, 
Nicholas J. Murray. Interment will be at 
Woodlawn cemetery.

Charles Becker was aentencetl to die in 
the electric chair, was shot to death by 
hired gunmen in the early morning oi 
July 16, ini2, in front of the Hotel Mét- 
ropole on Forty-third street, 
a few 
steps from Broadway. The murder was 
the swift culmination 
of 
sensational 
charges made a few days before by 
Rosenthal against Becker in which Ros- 
enthal asserted that Becker, then head 
of the stron/» arm squad of detectives, 
freely sold police protection and had 
accumulated 
thousands of dollars 
of 
graft money. 


Rosenthal went further than 
that. 
He swore that Becker waa his silent 
partner in a gambling enterprise that 
failed and that Becker, angered 
by 
losses Avhere he had expected 
largo 
prolîts, raided the Rosenthal establish- 
ment and drove Rosenthal out of busi- 
ness by stationing uniformed 
police- 
men on his premises day and night. 
Charges Were Published; 


These charges were 
published and 
District Attorney Whitman 
began an 
investigation of them. 
He summoned 
Rosenthal to the criminal courts build- 
ing and listened to his story. 
An ap- 
pointment was made Avith Rosenthal for 
the next day. Before the time came, 
Rosenthal was murdered. 


\Mien the assassins ïiad done 
their 
work, they ran across the street, jump- 
ed into a grey automobile which was 
waiting at the curb and whirled away 
uptown. 
A bystander caught the li- 
cense number of the car. 


District Attorney Whitman, notified 
by telephone of the murder, reached the 
police station where Rosenthal's body 
lay before dawn. 
He aroused his de- 
tectives from their sleep and spread a 
dragnet over the city for the murder 
car. 
It was found before night. 
Its 
driver, Louie Shapiro, and Louis Libbey, 
part owner, were 
arrested 
and Mr. 
Whitman asserted openly in an em- 
phatic statement that the police had 
abetted the murder. 


Becker Openly Suspected. 


New York city, already interested in 
the charges of police 
corruption, re- 
sponded to the news of the murder as 
if to a call to arms. 
Becker, who had 
been the chief target of Rosenthal's ac 
cusations, was openly suspected. 
He 
waa relieved of his command of the 
strong arm squad and transferred to 
the Bronx. Jack Rose, his graft collec 
tor, walked into the criminal 
courts 
building the day after the murder and 
surrendered to the district attorney, de 
daring he had nothing to fear. Harry 
Vallon and Bridgie Webber, gamblers 
and friends of Rose and Becker, were 
arrested as witnesses. The grand jury 
began its investigation.

That night, July 20, 1912, District At- 
t<îrney Wiitmajn summoned the grand 
jury by -telephone and telegraph, laid 
bis evidence before it and within two 
hours obtained the indictment of Beck- 
er on a charge of murder. 


Four east side gangsters were indict- 
ed as the actual murderers. 
Rose had 
testified that these men were assigned 
by "Big Jack" Zelig, a gang leader who 
had been arrested by Becker's men on 
a trumped-up charge, to do the mur- 
der. 
They were to receive $l,00ù and 
Zelig was to be released. 
Zelig's or- 
ders had been issued from the Tombs 
to the gimmen. 


These gunmen—known in the streets 
of the east side as "Gyp the Blood" 
Horowitz, 
"Lefty 
Louie" 
Rosenberg, 
"Dago Frank" Cirofici 
and "Whitey" 
Lewia—-were rounded up one by one. 
The last two were arrested, 
Gyp the 
Blood" and "Lefty 
Louié"

found till September,

Vallon—a corroborating 
witness who 
was not implicated was needed. Sam 
Schepps, a dapper little gambler wJio 
had fled tJie city, was tlie man who 
could do this. 
He was found at Hot 
Springs, Ark., brought back to New 
York and the people's 
case 
against 
Charles'' Becker was complete. It went 
to trial on October 7, 1912. 


Verdict of Guilty. 


A verdict of guilty of 
first-degree 
murder was returned at midnight, Oc- 
tober 24, 1912, after the jury had de- 
liberated seven hours 
and fifty-seven 
minutes. 
Becker was sentenced six 
days later to die in the electric chair 
during the week of December 9, 1912. 
Within less than a month the four gun- 
men were placed on trial as the actual 
slayers, foimd gtiilty and sent to the 
death house. 


More than a year later, on February 
24, 1914, the court of appeals decided 
that Becker should have a new trial. 
Ihe gunmen's conviction was upheld and 
they paid the penalty with their lives 
on April 14, 1914. One of the number, 
Dago Frank," cpnfessed the guilt of 
his three associates, but maintained his 
own innocence. 
His confession, made 
on the eve of the execution, 
became 
known the day they were put to death. 


Becker was brought 
back 
to the 
Tombs. 
His second trial was begim 
May 6, 1014, and ended May 22, with 
a verdict of guilty. He waa sentenced 
to die during the week of July 6, 1914. 
An appeal waa filed, but the conviction 
was upheld by the higher court in a de- 
cision handed down May 25, last, and 
the date of the execution was set for 
the week beginning July 12.

During the week previous to that In 
which Becker was sentenced to die Gov- 
ernor Whitman granted "the condemned 
man a reprieve of two weeks,, as he had 
learned, it was stated, new 
motions 
were to be made in Becker's behalf. 


Sends Long Statement. 


On July 20, a 15,000-word statement 
by Becker was forwarded to the gov- 
ernor. The statement was said to con- 
tain new facts and made public men- 
tion for the first time of the name of 
the late Congressman .Timothy D. Sul- 
livan in connection with the case. The 
governor declined to commute Becker's 
sentence after reading the statement. 
Becker's attorneys thereupon appealed 
to Supreme Court Justice Philbin Ford 
for a third trial and on July 
2;} the 
justice signed an order for District At- 
torney Perkins to show cause why a 
new trial should not be granted. The 
order was returnable, 
before 
Justice 
Ford on July 26. .The justice reserved 
decision and devoted nearly all of his 
time for the next two days to going 
over paperg in the case. Shortly after 
10 o'clock on the night of July 28, Jus- 
tice Ford announced he had denied the 
application and Becker's only hope re- 
mained in possible executive clemency 
by Governor Whitman. 


Wife Renuina Loyal 
Throughout Becker's troubles his wife 
remained Joyal to him and was his con- 
stant adviser. She labored apparently 
without tiring in his behalf, assisting 
his counsel in every way possible.. She 
appeared to be crushe^ when the coiurt 
of appeals upheld his: second toQvietion, 
but soon turned her eiie>||ieft.\ toward 
eleventh-hoiir work to save ^llim. It 


There was one other woman who, if 
reports are true, followed Becker's ca- 
reer through the courts as closely aa 
his own wife did. This was Herman. 
Rosenthal's widow. 
Soon after Beck- 
er's sccond conviction she disappeared. 
Not long ago she was found, broken in 
health and spirit, and living with an 
old-time friend. 


"I am living for only one thing," she 
quoted as saying; "to see the day 
that Becker pays the penalty."

New York, July 30.~War has chang- 
ed the style in confidence games. 
With 
the harvest getting smaller each year 
in the old wire tapping game and noth- 
ing doing in gambling on the big ocean 
liners, the swindlers had to 
turn to 
something new. The war gave them the 
opportunity. 
Selling munitions to the 
allies is their latest game. 
The huge 
profits in the legitimate selling of war 
fei-'pplies naturally attracted many man- 
ufacturers to New York, where 
they 
could get in touch with agents of the 
bclJigerent countries. 


For instance, a man owns a shoe fac- 
tory somewhere around New York. He 
comes here to enter into a deal to sell 
:t lot of shoes. 
The confidence men get 
in touch with him. 
He is taken to a 
hotel or an apartment and introduced 
to men who represent themselves to be 
agents of one or another of the govern- 
ments at war. 
They are in the mar- 
ket for shoes and they lose no time in 
entering into a contract with the manu- 
facturer for all the shoes he can turn 
out for two or three years. 


E«t—and here is where the 
game 
comes in—what guarantee have these 
eager representatives that the manu- 
facturer will be able to execute the or- 
der? 
From here the game varies. First, 
the confidence men try to persuade their 
'come-on" to put up a cash guarantee. 
Aiany apparently sane 
manufacturers 
and business 
men have gone back to 
their home towns, drawn large sums of 
money from their banks and hastened 
back to New York to turn it over to 
men wlio have absolutely no connection 
Avith any European government. 


The cash guarantee failing, one of the 
confidence men goes to the manufactur- 
ers and volunteers to put the deal across 
for a certain amount. 
Tliis brings re- 
suits very often. 
Polished 
confidence 
men from Europe are here busy at the 
same pastime. Most of them are work- 
ing in concert with 
thejr 
American 
brothers in 
guile. 
A 
knowledge 
of 
f>ench or a good, thick English accent 
is a great asset to a swindler 
repre- 
senting himself as an agent of France 
or England.

A l t h o u g h U u c l e

man radio station here for a week, the 
mj-^stery of wliat the wild wireless waves 
" of Sayville really say is as black as 
ever before! 


Germany's One Open 
Window. 


Sayville, a rambling little village of 
silver-gray houses 
on the 
fhit 
so\ith 
beaches of Long Island, about fifty miles 
from New York, is today 
Germany's 
one open window upon the rest of the 
world, and it is 
the 
sole 
gateway 
through which we Americans can peer 
unhindered by belligerents past the fire 
and steel girt fronties of Germany into 
' the very heart of the fatherland. 


Naturally I expect a visit 
to Ger- 
many's wireless, a center of internation- 
al interest since American niival officers 
took it over, would reveal interesting 
local color. 
But 
stygian 
blackness 
I 
found is the only local color of Say- 
ville! 


In the center of a great field half a 
mile square and about a mile west of 
the village, three slender steel towers 
pierce the sky. 
The two outer ones are 
500 feet high, the center tower about 
eighteen feet shorter. 
From the tow- 
ers radiates a network of wir^s. 
Down 
on the ground is a cluster of one-story 
white sheds. 
And a high wire fence 
keeps the curious from getting within 
a quarter of a mile of the plant. 


Guards Are Everywhere. 


A white haired but husky 
German 
guards the only gate, and the naval au- 
thorities are keepinji on duty the other 
armed gTiards who were stationed 
at 
various points while the wireless plant 
was 
under untrammeled 
German 
con- 
trol. 


The suspicions 
mystery about 
the 
plant, which has strangely infected all 
the American naval officers there since 
Uncle Sam .suddenly took over the sta- 
tion last week, dates from its very ori- 
gin. 
About four years ago 
villagers 
told me today, a lawyer 
representing 
the Stollwerck Chocolate company 
ac- 
quired about forty acres of ground. The

late Herr Dernburg was concerned in 
the deal, according to Miss Rose Haw- 
kins, daughter of a local farmer. The 
Hawkins farm adjoins the radio 
sta- 
tion and through this, the Hawkins say, 
Dernburg tried to purchase a right-of- 
way. 


After the transfer of land was made, 
Iiuge crates began to arrive at the Saj'- 
ville railroad 
station, 
addressed 
to a 
certain Van der Woude, of the German 
Telefunken 
^Vircless 
company. 
Even 
while the towers were being erected and 
the station uistalled he 
and his co- 
workers denied that 
a wireless 
plant 
was being built! 
When the 
German 
employes 
began 
to arrive with 
their 
families they moved into houses in the 
village, and from that day to this they 
have hardly e.vchanged greetings 
with 
their neighbors! 
Villagers began 
to 
grow more and more suspicious of these 
silent strangers. 


Then one day Frederick Hawkins,, of 
Sayville, who was helping to erect one 
of the towers, was 
thrown 
from 
it, 
through tlie fault of the foreman' the 
Hawkins family alleges, and was ter- 
ribly hurt. 
"He was sick in bed for a 
year and he has never been the same 
in his mind since." said his little sis- 
ter to me today, with big tears in her 
blue eyes. 
Injured Man's Pay Stops 
Second 
He 
Falls. 


"And would you believe it," she went 
on, "the company stopped his pay at 
10:30 that morning, the very second he 
fi ll, and they have never paid us a cent 
since!" 


The most mysterious ramification of 
companies, 
holding companies, 
control- 
ling interests, gesellschaften, 
nd 
law- 


yers was unearthed by Lawyer George 
E. Miner, who tried to obtain damages 
for Hawkins, and nobody could prove 
just who really did Qwn the Sayville 
wireless station. 


Hence, the villagers, made 
bitterly 
suspicious by the compnya's own acts, 
have been very much inclined to take 
up the rumors that the German govern- 
ment itself, through, the imperial post- 
office and the military authorities, con- 
trolled the plant and that a secret de- 
vice and secret codes Avere being used 
to send imneutral messages to German 
submarine commanders. 


Bluejackets Come 
to 
Town. 


^^^len the American government in- 
vestigated the station and decided in 
self-protection last week to take it over, 
the cloud of gloom rose from Sayville. 
Smiling, cheerful, bright-eye American 
bluejackets came to town. 


Capt. W. H. G. Bullard, of the Uni- 
ted States navy, whizzed up to the sta- 
tion in a higii-pnwered machine. 
Lieut. 
George B. Clark was put in control. 


And then the 
mystery 
settled 
in 
closer than ever! 


I have cornered several of the blue- 
jackets in the streets. 
They don't know 
anything 
about 
the wirele-ss 
station. 
They don't know how many men are 
there. 
They don't know how the mes- 
sages 
are being sent, where, 
whence, 
nor even whether. 
And. closely ques- 
tioned, it develops that they don't even 
know their own names nor where they 
live! 


No Secret Messages Sent Now. 


One of them did make free to declare, 
however, that no secret rae.ssages coiild 
possibh- flash out into the night from 
Sayville from now on. 
"Not only must 


the commimication be in 
plain 
lan- 
guage," he smiled, "but if the censor is 
suspicious of a concealed 
code, 
he's 
likely to paraphrase the message." 


Sayville has a rumor that a remark- 
able new machine which generates the 
wireless currents 
with 
unprecedented 
economy of energy has just been put 
into operation at the plant, and as the 
invention is a German secret, this is 
supposed 
to explain 
the 
maintenance 
by 
the United 
States government 
of 
the shroud of secrecy in which the Ger- 
man 
officials have 
chosen 
to 
envelop 
this Sayville wireless station, known as 
tlie most mysterious spot in the United 
States.

Month Has Developed Bev- 
olution in Situation in 
United States. 


(By Gilson Gardner.) 


Washington, 
July 
—^Within 
month a complete revolution has taken 
place in the political situation. 
Follow- 
ing are the changes: 


(1) 
A revival of business headed by 
war orders, but followed by genuine in- 
dustrial revival, has robbed the stand- 
patters of their principal issue; 


(2) 
The administration has adopted 
the military preparedness ie«ue almost 
to the extent advocated by Roosevelt 
and Augustus P. Gjirdner, abandoning 
entirely the Bryan pacificist watchful- 
v.'aiting attitude; 


(3) 
The progressives of the country 
have concluded 
suddenly 
and 
quite 
unanimously not to rebum to the party 
of their daddies, but to continue their 
organization and name candidates; 


(4) 
National prohibition has become 
a looming issue. 


Back of all this looms the possibility 
of war. 
In everybody's mind there is 
tlie thought that plans which may be 
made today may be knocked 
in the 
head #)morrow by some act of Germany 
precipitating the United States into the 
world conflict. 


A little while ago the old guard re- 
publicans^Penrose, 
Ccane, 
Gallinger, 
et al.—were meeting in New York city 
and almost dividing the spoils. 
They 
were perfectly sure that a promise of 
prosperity and j|^bs for the imemployed 
would work a repetition of the McKin- 
ley-Hanna full-dinner-pail election and 
sweep the democrats 
from office. 
So 
sure were they that they were picking 
candidates for first and second place. 
Root was almost a 20-to-l shot and 
Charles Warren Fairbanks actually let 
go a wad of money to start a weekly 
newspaper for the purpose of booming 
his candidacy. 
It began to look like 
a race among the republican staadpat 
nominees for a sure-thing nomination. 


Now all that is changed. The repub- 
licans are in the doldrums again. Root 
•s boss of the reactionary New York 
constitutional convention 
at 
.Albany,' 
has.not been a.vote-getting figure be- 
fore the 
coiintry. 
The 
progressives 
have api been falling over 
tiiemseivet 
in.tlM viMkid tola.' In K«w Totk, tin 


conferenced and decided against going 
back into the G. O. P., while out at 
the exposition Roosevelt has gone so 
far as to stand up publicly and sug- 
gest the nomination of Hiram W. John- 
son as the progressive party's presi- 
dential candidate. 


More overwhelming, however, 
comes 
the administration's plans for the big- 
gest navy in the world and au endorse- 
ment of Garrison's recommendation for 
an adequate army. 
Along the latter 
line plans will be ready for 
congress 
authorizing a new 
federal volunteer 
militia reserve. 


Following Secretary Daniels' 
action 
in creating a board 
of scientists 
to 
counsel the navy department, comes the 
news that congress will be supplied with 
full reports on the observations of our 
military and naval experts abroad, to- 
gether with recommendations touching 
vastly increased numbers of aeroplanes 
and submarines 
and 
several 
battle 
cruisers of the most up-to-date 
type 
The naval program, it is declared, will 
suit the most enthusiastic advocate of 
national defense. 


Even the Mexican pollw of watch 
ful waiting has been abandoned and it 
is announced officially that the presi 
dent is waiting only to decide on a plan 
of intervention which will reduce that 
country to law and order. 


As to the countrj'-'s material pros 
perity, which is probably the most im 
portant factor in the political situation 
the results of war orders are notorious 
But these are not the only 
basis of 
prosperity. 
Figures just compiled by 
the department of commerce show that 
for the fiscal year just ended all rec 
ords were broken in the 
volume 
of 
American exports and the 
vast 
in 
crease in the balance of trade—which 
is what the foreigner owes the United 
States for goods supplied. The balance 
of trade in favor of the United States 
for the fiscal year was $1,094,422,792 
which sum exceeded by $428,000,000 the 
former high record made in 1908, and 
by $623,800,000 the export balance for 
1914. 


At the same time reports from all 
parts of the country show that the army 
of the imemployed has been dwindling 
and now there is even 
a clamor 
for 
farm hands and expert operatives in 
the mills and munition-making 
fac- 
liories. 
Strikes are resulting in in- 
creases of wmfiss with hardly any ques- 
tion. 


Without the "hard times" and 
the 
' military preparedness" issues, the op- 
ponents of the administration will find 
hard sledding. 
There will evidently be 
three candidates in the field, and pes 
sibly four. 
So the prospect of a par- 
ticularly interesting presidential 
year 
is daily increasing.

Electrical Cause of G-ravi- 
tation Suspected by 
Scientista» 


DR. ARTHUR TO RETIRE. 


Weil-Known Botanist to Become Pro- 
fessor Emeritus at Purdue. 


Lafayette, Ind., July 
—Announce- 
ment is made that Dr. J. C. Arthiu-, 
Purdue university's well known botan- 
ist, is to retire from active duties <in 
September 1 and become 
a professor 
emeritus of the instilnitlon. He will re- 
main in Lafayette, however, and eon 
tinue his investigations of the plan^ 
rusts as heretofore. His successor is to 
be H. S. Jackson, for six years head of 
the botanical department of the Oregon 
Agricultural college. 
Dr. Arthur is one 
of America's leading botanists and for 
twenty-eight years 
he 
has held his 
present position at Purdue, as well as 
serving as botanist to the Indiana state 
agricultural experiment station. 


Dr. Arthur is 65 years 
old 
and 
a 
graduate of the Iowa 
State 
college, 
class of 1872. Later he received degrees 
from Johns Hopkins, Coriiell, Harvnrd 
and Bonn university in Germany. 
His 
first work as instructor was at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, 
and 
later 
he 
taught at ¿he University of Wisconsin. 
He came to Purdue in 1887.' He is the 
author of several text books on bot;&ny 
and plant diseases. 


New York, July 
—Students of sci« 
ence in New York were greatly inter- 
ested in the announcement of 
Prof. 
Thomas Jefferson Jackson See, one of 
the most widely known astronomers 
and mathematicians in the United States 
and at present in charge of 
the naval 
observatorj- at Mare Island, Cal., that 
he had discovert^ the cause of gravi- 
tation. 


Prof. See made the first public state- 
ment of his 
theorj^ 
in 
Montgomery 
City, Mo., although a treatise by him 
on the subject has been in the posses- 
sion of the Royal Society of London 
for five months. It waa to this society 
that Sir Isaac Newton announced his 
laws of gravitation in 1685, and Prof. 
See thought it appropriate that his own 
theories should be given first to this 
body. 


Briefly, Prof. See contends that gravi- 
tation is 
an 
electrical 
phenomenon 
Avhich is caused by elementary electrical 
currents circulating about atoms 
of 
matter. 


The theory of Prof. See is an exten- 
sion and elaboration of physical laws 
first demonstrated by the French physi- 
cist Ampere ninety-five years ago. Am- 
pere, whose name has been given to de- 
cote the unit of electrical current, show- 
ed that two parallel current« of elec- 
tricity flowing in the same direction 
attract each other, but repel when flow- 
ing in opposite directions. 


jNIuch of the complicated electrical ma- 
chinery of the present day is made pos- 
sible by the application of this principle. 
Prof. See goes far beyond 
tniB 
hy- 
pothesis and asserts that the entire uni- 
verse is governed by forces depending 
upon electricity in motion.

8:5). (o) She came 
to learn of "the name of the Lord" 
who had done so much for Solomon 
and his people; to learn wisdom for 
the guidance of herself and her peo- 
ple. 
We come to a King who pos- 


sesses all wisdom (Matt. 12.42). Solo, 
mon had a wonderful missionary op- 
portunity. God Is today sending heart 
hungry people to this land from the 
most remote parts of the earth. Are 
we using our privilege to point them 
to the true God and to Jesus, his son? 
This queen did not beltovo what she 
had heard (v. 7) and resolved to find 
out for herself. In this she Is a rebuke 
to those more favorably situated who, 
though constantly beholding the work 
of God in human hearts and lives, still 
say, "I do not believe." The queen 
of Sheba will rise up In judgment 
against all who refuse to "come and 
see" (John 1:39, 45-51; Matt. 12:-12). 
(d) This visit Is a prophecy of that 
day when the kincs of Sheba ana 
Seba will como with their gifts fo» 
the greater son of David (Psalm 72:id, 
15; Isa. 60:6-9). The wisdom which 
our king bestows is eternal life, "to 
know him" (Prov. 2:2-0; John 17:3). 


It. "Had Seen All," vv. 4-7. When 


she had listened to Solomon's wisdom, 
nnd heard the answers to her ques- 
tions, the solutions to her problems, 
and had witnessed the wonders of his 
temple, court and ministers, "there 
was no more spirit (breath) in her." 
(Cf. Josh. 6:1.) And similar experi- 
ence came to those three who went to 
the Mount of Transfiguration with Je- 
sus. 
Solomon's wisdom is fulfilled In 


Christ (Col. 2:3). "The house that he 
built" Is a. type of that temple he is 
building of living stones (I Feter 2:4, 
B; Matt. 16:18). "The meat of his 
table" is excelled by the food on our 
king's table, the word of lite (Jer. 
15:16; Ps. 119:103), his own body 
(John 6:5B). Our king, too, has his 
servants (Eph. 2:6; Rev. 3:21). Their 
"appeal" is not to be compared with 
the "robe of his righteousness" and 


i our "standing" (2 Cor. 5:21) is more 
exalted than that of any at Solomon's, 
or other earthly courts. We are not 
servants but "friends," yet we are 
"his ministers" (Rev. 5:10; I Pet. 2:9). 
Various translations suggest (v. 6), 


and his burnt offering which he of- 
ered in the house of the lord.'r 


III. Praises, w. 8-19, 13. (1) By 


estimony, w. 8, 9. "Happy are; thy 
men" who listen to such wisdom, who 
[well in the midst of such achieve 
inents. One of the greatest joys is 
;o converse with the wise and the 
good. Our happiness is in our privi 
ege of standing before Christ and to 
hear his wisdom (Luke 10:39-42; Prov. 
L3:20; 3:13, 14); no servant is de- 
jarred (John 12:26). The queen glori- 
led the source of Solomon's glory, 
•which was' all the gift of Jehovah's 
grace (see 2 Sam. 12:24. 25 R. V. 
marg.. Matt. 3:17; Isa. 42:1). She did 
not see the oppression of the people, 
the temptation to luxury and the de- 
cline in religious life which so soon 
led to decay after Solomon's death. 
When our king shall reign he will "do 
judgment and justice." 


Even so our king blesses us abund- 


antly "above aU. we can ask or think" 
(see John 10:28; 17:22). The king- 
dom of heaven is greater than Solo- 
mon's (Matt 12:42) 
(a) In wisdom 


(I Cor. 1:24); (b) in riches (Eph. 
3:8); (c) in power (Heb. 2:8); (d) in 
blessings (2 Chron. 1:16, cf. Phil. 
4:19) and this kingdom is "among 
you." 


Men "see" what they are searching 


after; they receive true knowledge 
through experience. We may see this 
kingdom and Its working if we let him, 
who Is the "light of the world," enter 
our hearts and lives.

The present 
death struggle will doubtless e-nil soon 
er or later, when some nation bus win 
n conclusive victory, or all have worn 
tln-mselves out. Rut peace will not b 
j-eniuiucnt or long continued. Xot til 
the 1'rince of Peace comes, and all tlie 
nations are carried away like chaf 
from the threshing lloor. and the ever 
lusting kingdom of f!od is ushered en. 
will there be real peace. 


Men may talk of peace, and pence

The names of both the English and 


nerinan consuls in this city have been 
linked with the investigations conduct- 
ed by Federal Prosecutor John W. Pres- 
ton and the department, of justice. 


From almost, the beginning of 
the 


war it is now manifest, neutrality and 
international law have been boldly vio- 
lated in this country by foreign agents 
whose connections have been influential 
nud in many cases official.

"in the recruiting cases much of the

Every vacant store, practically, in the

Former Art Glass Works Proprietor Ex- 


pires in Chicago.

Washingvon, D. C., July 27.—To add

historic war relics. Washington is fill- 
eil with reminders of the great striijj- 
glo; many of these relics arc owned 
and held by the government, but tin- 
average visitor sees few of them. 
It 


is planned to extend a special courtesy 
to the old veterans and allow them an 
opportunity to view some of these high- 
ly prized treasures. 


In a fireproof vault, opening from 


ft small room on the third floor of the 
treasury building, are the manuscript 
aichives which act forth the diplomatic 
efforts of the confederacy to secure- rec- 
ognition as a member of the familjr of 
nations and to obtain the means to es- 
tablish a navy and maintain an army. 


Wlien the most important of the con- 


federate archives were removed 
from 


Richmond, the diplomatic correspond- 
ence, consisting of the "state depart- 
ment" records, except the secret serv- 
ice papers, which had been destroyed by 
Mr. Benjamin, were hidden in a barn 
in Virginia. 
Later, they were packed 


in four yellow trunks, and 
brought 


from Richmond to Washington by their 
custodian, Col. John T. Pickctt.' After 
endeavoring for years to 
dispose of 


them, Col. Pickett, having indexed them, 
took them to Canada, where, in April, 
1872, the trunks and their contents were 
purchased for the use of the United 
States. 
On July 3, 1872, the trunks 


were deliveijyj at the white house, and 
later were removed to tho 
treasury. 


Col. Pickett, in payment, received the 
stipulated sum of $75.000, a large por- 
tion of which was distributed to needy 
xvidows and orphans of confederate sol- 
diers. 


The money for the "Pickett papers'1 


had been appropriated by special ad 
of congress. 
Many persons asserted 


that no 'good could result 
from 
the 


resurrection of these long-buried docu 
mcnts, even if genuine, as some fearet 
they were not, and that Secretary Bout 
well had wasted 875,000 on four trunks 
filled with worthless paper. 
However 


time has demonstrated the. wisdom o 
this purchase!. 
The names in the in 


di.xes of the Pickctt papers, in addition 
to those of the correspondence of tin 
confederate treasury and other depart 
inenl.s, have been of great convenient 
and inestimable 
value 
in 
defcatin; 


fraudulent 
claims to the amount 


many millions of dollars. These diplo 
matic papers remained in the origina 
receptacles until about a year ago, when 
the quaint old trunks were sold at on 


don, at a cost of 122 pounds 10 shillings. 
It was finished July 2, 18B4, and did 
not reach Richmond uutil the evacua- 
tion of that city. It is believed that 
Col. Pickctt's heirs are the only per- 
sons who know its whereabouts. 


Tn a small dark room under the caves 


of the south wing of tin- treasury stand 
neven large packing boxes with covers 
nailed down. Sightseers are never per- 
mitted to enter this dingy attic, room, 
and very few persons, even among tho 
oldest employes, could guess the con- 
tents of the boxes. Thoy nn; filled with 
confederate money, a portion of which 
vim captured from southern banks and 
rom dead or living confederate «ol- 
iers ninl forwarded through the war 
i'partmcnt. to the treasury.

a wagon load of yellow sawdust to sell 
he labeled it mayonnaise, tacked a "For 
Indiana Only" label on it, then distrib- 
uted it to the grocers of this state. But 
that was in the old days. 


On July 1. 1805, Indiana began de- 


manding "that the "For Indiana Only" 
label disappear from the foodstuffs con- 
sumed by her people. The demand was 
hacked by one of the best.pure food 
laws ever enacted liy an American com- 
monwealth and it stands today as one 
of the models. This state did not be- 
gin to realize how dishonestly it was 
tcing dealt with by food producers un- 
til one day a copy of the Inland Gro- 
cer a trade journal, was shown mem- 
bers of the legislature. There was pub- 
lished a price list of foodstuffs for the 
wholesale trade and, woven into the 
lomr columns of quotations, was a sus- 
picious looking list of peppers, extracts, 
coffees, teas and other articles^ that 
were marked "For Indiana Only.' 


Flavored With Lemon-Grass. 


The quotations were slightly below 


prices named for other states nnd an 
investigntion disclosed the fact that In- 
diana was using diluted alcohol colored 
with yellow dye and paying for it as 
lemon extract. It was flavored with 
oil of lemon-grass, citron and other »UD- 
«titiitcs for the genuine lemon oil. Our 
i-anilla extracts were tonka extract col- 
ored with caramel. 
The olive oil we 


used was refined cottonseed oil shipped 
to France and Italy, then shipped back 
1o us a few months later bottled and 
bearing the label "Pure Olive Oil." The 
ocean travel evidently 
provided 
the 


flavor. 
. 
Indiana was the last of the central 


states to enter legal protest against 
the adulteration of foods and drugs. 
The legislature of 1905 approved an ap- 
propriation of $15,000 for the founding 
nnd maintenance of a 
laboratory of 


hygiene with special departments deal- 
ins with food and drug adulteration. 
The state board of health began cast- 
in" aV.--:t for a man to head the new 
department, and Dr. J. N. Hurty, the 
secretary, went to Washington in quest 
of the right man. 
There, through the 


agency of Dr. Harvey Wiley, then the 
' chief of tho government's bureau of 


chemistry, and Dr. Albert E. Leach, of 
Boston, ho met H. E. Barnard, then the 
food and drug commissioner of New 
Hampshire. 
Free of Adulterated Foodstuffs. 


Mr. Barnard, at the time of his meet- 


ing with Dr. Hurty, had several pros- 
pects for important appointments, but 
the Indiana idea caught hold of him. 
He wished an opportunity to develop an 
effective food and drug bureau. 
Indi- 


ana has the result to boast of today. lie 
lins made this state feared by the fak- 
ers, and it is believed that Indiana is 
as free of adulterated foodstuffs as any 
of its sister commonwealths. 


When Mr. Barnard took up the duties 


of food and 
drug 
commissioner 
two 


rooms in the basement of the capitol 
building were given to him. His first 
assistant was Harry E. Bishop, who re- 
mains with him in the service today, 
and who has helped quite materially in 
giving Indiana a pure food reputation 
among producers and dealers. 


In 1907, after nearly two years of un- 


tiring zeal in searching out the food 
fakers, the bureau began getting real 
lesults. The work involved the analysis 
of thousands of samples of food, and 
the disclosures of fraud were so start- 
ling that the legislature of that year 
not only passed one of the most drastic 
•pure food laws ever enacted, but also 
gave the bureau $15,000 with which to 
continue the work. This 
threw 
the 


food fakers into panic, and scores of 
them rushed to the statehouse to ask 
for time to change their 
system of 


manufacture and sale. 
Several 
were 


put completely out of business and In- 
diana began "ft> get the taste of real 
maple syrup, sure-enough vinegar and 
Jhoncst tea and coffee. 


The revelations made by -the chem- 


ists in the state's laboratories were as- 
tounding. 
Of 250 samples of vinegar 


sold in almost every instance, as "pure 
cider vinegar," none fully conformed to 
the law. 
One firm was so 'bold in its 


fraudulent practices that it placed la- 
bels on its barrels offering $100 reward 
for proof that the contents of the bar- 
rel we.rc not pure fermented apple juice. 
Mr. Barnard and his assistants found it 
to be a glaring fraud. Nearly all the 
vinegar sold in Indiana at that time 
was a colored grain liquid which, though 
not unwholesome, did not have 
the 


lhadow of real vinegar in its makeup. 


Not From Vermont; Not Pure. 


Mnplo sugar and syrup were favor- 


jt«a with the. fakers. 
Although. Indi- 


ana ia a state known as a producer of 
sweets from her maple trees the shelves 
of Hoosicr groceries, until a few short 
vears ago, sold to UB lIooBicre brilliant- 
ly labeled cans of "Pure Vermont Ma- 
ple Syrup " The contents were not from 
Vermont, nor were they pure. 
They 


had been dished up by food fakers who 
were adepts at the art of mixing cane 
syrup with ground corncobs and nu- 
merous chemicals, prr.iucing a "^"P 
th»<- Basted soiutft.nng like maple, but 
wasn't 
Our old-fashioned sorghum also 


suffered at the hands of the fakers and 
it took a hard battle by the state food 
commissioner and his deputies to drive 
this food fraud out of Indiana. 
Mr. 


Barnard is certain that, prior to ten 
years ago, 08 per cent, of the 
maple 


svrup sold in Indiana was adulterate.! 
He is certain that today Mr. Hoosier 
gets only the real stuff on his pancakes 
in the morning. 


The beekeepers were more mimerou 


than the bees. Men who kept a bet 
kept larger quantities of cane sugar and 
glucose for the manufacture of fake 
honor. The compound was fcnown as 
"Choicest 
California Wliitc 
Clover 


Honev " but not a bee had ever buzzed 
within a mile of it. Purchasers 
paid 


fancy prices for this .fake stuff. 


Then there was Mr. Spice Grinder ti> 


deal with. He was a busy little grind- 
er. except that he didn't grind spices. 
He ground roasted bread crumbs and 
sold it to us for pepper. Fhiur colored 
with turmeric was good enough for us 
as a mustard. Dyed sawdust was oui 
cayenne pepper and we had ground oliv^ 
stones, cocoamut shells and similar stull 
in our orders for various spices. Mr 
Spice Grinder made easy money— an 
fast.

Coffee from Beans and Peas. 


Even coffee came in for its turn us n 


tool of the fakers. Tin; coffee drinkers 
of America were made to be content 
with a liquid brewed from 
browned 


beans omd pens. With the importation 
of the cheap South American coffees 
much of this faking has been abolished. 
although there are producers who still 
try to sell coffees labeled Mocha and 
Java that have never been near those 
famous coffee producing lands. 
Coco:i 


and chocolate also came in for atten- 
tion from the food fakers and many an 
American has had cocoa for breakfast 
that was nothing more than 
flour, 


starch, ground cocoanut 
shells 
and 


sugar. 


Butter has been manufactured in a 


dozen fako forms, but the United States 
government has placed such restrictions 
on the butter makers that they have 
to label their non-cream product clear- 
ly as oleomargarine. Eggs axe the cen- 
ter of much attention bi Indiana's pure 
food laboratories today and the state's 
inspectors are scouring town and coun- 
try to enforce the rules regarding the 
handling of eggs as foodstuffs. 
The 


department has scattered broadcast a 
circular telling farmers, 
grocers 
and 


commission men how eggs shall 
be 


tested, labeled and sold. Instructions 
arc given as to tho candling of egga 
and the way to detect defects in them. 


Fake Compounds of Many Sorts. 
Another effective work done by Mr. 


Barnard's department has been the halt- 
ings of the dnig impostors. Indiana, like 
other states, was duped and doped with 
fake drugs and cure-alls that were such 
glaring frauds that many of them quit 
the state without waiting for the law 
to make them move. So-called drug- 
gists made fake compounds of a thou- 
sand sorts, placed fancy labels cm the 
bottles and sent them to cure the ills 
of the drooping Hoosier. 
Along came 


the pure food chemists in tho state lab- 
oratory with reports that simply knock- 
ed the fakers into oblivion. Mr. Bar- 
r.ard's report on fake compounds was 
not cowardly. He came right out with 
bulletins telling the names of the fakes, 
the contents, the cost of manufacture, 
the siame of the manufacturer and tin- 
price he asked for his goods. 


It was a 42-centimeter shot into the 


camp of the frauds and has resulted in 
a general cleaning out of drug store 
shelves throughout Indiana. 
The de- 


partment's bulletin on fake 
remedies 


1ms been mailed into practically every 
village, town and city in Indiana and 
there has been a big demand for it in 
other states. 
The drug fakers were 


started on the run through the publicity 
thus given them and many of 
them

have been compelled to seek a more 
legitimate means of livelihood. 


The legislature of 1009 gave the state 


another important appropriation. This 
was for $5,000 for use in making water 
and sewage tests throughout the state. 
The result of this work has, in a large 
measure, decreased typlioid fever in In- 
diana and has been responsible for the 
dosing of many dangerous wells. The 
state's water experts recently visited 
i-H the towns along the Ohio river and 
made tests of the water, both in the 
river and in the wells, to assist in wip- 
ing out all typhoid fever menaces. The 
work was effective for 
greq/fc 
good 


among the people of southern Indiana. 
The watur laboratory is kept busy mak- 
jn" tests of samples of water sent from 
all parts of the state, the people hav- 
ing learned that pure water is essen- 
tial if they would have good health. 


Indiana has two pure food laws that 


were the first of the kind to be made 
operative—the sanitary 
food law and 


the cold storage law The sanitary food 
law serves to give the state control ot 
bakeries and other concerns that handle 
foodstuffs in tho bulk. Tho cold stor- 
age law regulates the handling of per- 
ishable foods that are kept by refriger- 
ation 
Tho state also has a renovated 


butter law that has becai taken as a 
model by other states. Still another 
important statute regulates stream pol- 
lution. 


Tn 1D1.1 the Indiana legislature appro- 


priated $5,000 with which to combat 
weights and measures sharks, the fel- 
lows who put false bottoms in their 
strawberry boxes or their bushel bas- 
kets- the men who tinker with their 
scales until they have made it profitable 
for the seller to lie crooked. This dc- 
rnrtincnt has been strengthened by ad- 
ditional money and the, posscsnion 
ot 


full sets of standard weights aind meas 
ures, as fixed by the government at 
Washington. 
Many Men Are Added. 


Steadily tho department 
of 
foods 


drugs, weights and measures has gone 
forward until now, instead of two men, 
the original force, there are employed 
eleven chemists, six 
inspectors, two 


clerks and a janitor. It is expected 
that the number of inspectors will '»• 
greatly increased to help in furtlicr- 
N!g- a crusade against unclean dairies 
throughout the state. The department 
has worked hard to help the dairy sit- 
uation, and it has been greatly improv- 
ed, but there still arc remote milk pro- 
ducing farms that must comply with 
the laws governing sanitation. 


During the ten years that Commis- 


sioner Barnard ujid'his force have been 
lit work they have Analyzed more than 
30.000 samples of foods and drugs, all 
of it material collected by .inspectors or 
sent in by physicians and 
interested 


persons. With'each year the percentage 
of adulteration has decreased. 
In the 


water laboratory a total of lO.lJOl sam- 
ples (if water have been analyzed. All 
tho analyses have been ma JT without 
cost in those submitting the samples 


Tho result is that today Indiana is re- 
garded as a state in which it is hard 
to "put crooked stuff across." 


The light for pure foods and drugs 


is ml for honest weights and measures 
lias been one in which the education of 
the public has played an important part. 
Thf.re is now en tour in Indiana an ex- 
hibit that serves to educate the people 
on subjects of hygiene, health and the 
handling of foodstuffs. 
It is sent out 


by the hoard of health and has served 
well to make the people understand how 
to deal with the problems that con- 
front them daily. They have even been 
taught til avoid buying "hot wieners" 
fiom open carts at the street corners. 


Survey of. Vincennes. 


Last year Commissioner Barnard's de- 


partment made a complete sanitary sur- 
vey at Vinceivncs, a work that was more 
comprehensive, than anything else of a. 
similar nature, ever undertaken by an 
American city. 
Similar problems are 


now being dealt with at Noblesvillc and 
Logansport. 


The government has been helping In- 


diana in much of its work. At present 
the federal government maintains in 
.lackfion I'lacv, this city, a bureau that 
inspects the egg and poultry shipments 
in this state. There is a laboratory in 
the Jackson Place bureau that is kept 
busy dealing with the butter and rgg 
problems. 


In summing up the ten years' work 


of his department Mr. Barnard gives 
much praise, to the Indianapolis News. 
\\Tiun the light was on for the enact- 
ment of state pure food laws, ten years 
ago, the News, both through cartoons 
and editorials, did effective work in pro- 
ducing sentiment in favor of the new 
laws. The state's food fakers fought 
the legislation an din Mr. Iiarnhard'3 
office there now hangs a series of car- 
toonis that did much to swing public 
sentiment into line for food reforms.

Jim/' because of the amazing success 
of his numerous efforts to ascape from 
cllicers of tlie law, is now in the ccmi- 
ty jail here, having been arrested by 
Town Marshal Enyart, ot Lagro, on a 
suretv of the peace warrant sworn out j I 
by his mothor-in-law, .Mrs. Gremio, of I 
that town. The arrest of Jackson, it 
is believed, will write finis to a long 
chapter of police records. For the last 
two years attempt after attempt has 
been made by sheriffs' posses to arrest 
Jackson 
but every time the attempt 


has come to naught. It will be remcm- 
Kreil that Sheriff Xiccuin once 
had 


•'Slippery Slim" almost in his grasp, 
but he "gave him the slip so cleverly 
that tin: men composing the posse have 
not vet recovered from the shock. In 
jail here Jackson said that he was tired 
of a criminal .life and gave himself up 
tc the officers. 
He recalled the effort 


madu by Sheriff Coble and his deputies 
to capture him last March, when the 
sheriff's posse surrounded the house un- 
til daylight and then 
made a 
vain 


search' of the premises, when he was 
just a few hundred yards from the 
officers, hidden safely among the hills, 
and was launched in a trcctop, laugh- 
ing In his heart's content at the shiv- 
ering uflic-ers who were surrounding Ihv 
house, and expci-ting to make a clean 
swoop and take in custody their prey. 
Jackson also recalled the incident when 
another sheriff's party was formed and 
surrounded the house, and when hi< 
mother-in-law encouraged a vicious d«g 
to guard the premises and keep away 
r-11 "ofik-crs ami while the sheriff'* posse 
vas lighting uway thtr infuriated ani- 
mal, he silently stole away through the 
back dr>or and hid in an outbuilding 
until the men gave up the chase :uid 
returned to this city. Jackson was ar- 
rested in Fort Wayne some months ago 
by detectives who caught him while he 
was trving U> sell a valuable diamond 
ring in" a pawn shop. He said the ring 
had been stolen by bis wife. Then- was 
no charge against him in Fort Wayne 
and lie was turned over to the sheriff 
of Fulton county, Ohio, where he was 
wanted for burglary. Hi- had given the 
sheriff the slip when that officer-went 
to a farm where Jackson was employed 
to arrest him, "Slippery Jim" making 
his gel away through a small rear door, 
while the olliccr looked on. After Jack- 
sou was returned from Fort Wayne to 
jail in Wauscon he again made his es- 
cape. 
His wife was tried in Hunting-

Indianapolis, July 30.—Officers of the 


Indiana npp'o show of the Indiana Hor 
ticulturni society, to be held November 
fi-13, in Indianapolis, woro elated to 
read the United States crop report just 
leaned for July, forcasting a 7,683,000- 
Iniehel apple yield for Indiana this year. 
This gives a million-bushel increase over 
the June estimate and assures the big- 
gest crop ever known for this state, un- 
less unforeseen disease occurs in the 
next few months. 


The mnny reports received by the 


apple show committee from all parte of 
Indiana indicate that fire filight was 
causing vast damage, and it was felt 
that both the applu crop and the fndi- 
.•ina apple show might suffer in conse- 
quence. That Indiana has been able to 
iio!d her own while many other middle 
western and eastern states havo lost 
heavily, reflects credit upon the pro- 
gressive, appie growers of the state and 
the horticultural department of Purdue, 
which have worked together to spread 
knowledge of measures of control. 


New York Loses Heavily. 


New York, in the single month of 


June, lost almost 3,500,000 bushels, 
largely as a result of fire blight. Penn- 
sylvania, which reports fire Idight to he 
very bad in every part, suffered a loss 
of 700,000 bushels. 
Ohio 'publications 


say that fire blight has attained the 
magnitude of a scourge there and is re- 
sponsible for a decrease in the Ohio 
crop. In North Carolina an experiment 
station bulletin says: 


"There will be only about 40 per cent 


of a normal apple crop, due almost en- 
tirely to the ravages of the pear or blos- 
som blight." 
During .lur.c, North Caro- 


lina suffered a decrease of 200,000 bush- 
els in her apple crop.. Virginia, West 
Virginia, Missouri, 
Michigan, 
Illinois 


and other states, report serious blighi 
damage. In Indiana, it is estimated in 
a recent leaflet on fire blight the money 
lost during the last five years was not 
far short of .$2,000,000. 


How to Combat Disease. 


Numerous ino,uiries have 
been 
re- 


ceived by the apple show manager as to 
methods of combating and controlling 
the disease. 
The following description 


and methods of control will be of inter- 
est to all apple growers: 


"The disease attacks apple, pear and 


quince. It is caused by bacteria thai 
multiply in the inner bark, where spray 
materials can not reach them. It is 
spread by insects. Much of its damage 
is due to destruction of the flowers in 
the nectar on which the bacteria can 
multiply readily. 
It is 
carried 
over 


winter'in the thick bark cankers of 
larger limbs or trunks. Most of the 
infections occur in May and June, dur- 
ing close, showery weather. 


"Remove 'watersprouts immediately 


because of danger of spreading down- 
ward to important parts, especially the 
crown region, where collar rot may be, 
produced. 
Cut off limbs 
that 
liav« 


thick bark affected,' or cut out the bark 
canker if it is small. The small twigs 
and fruit spurs on apple are not dan- 
gerous at this date, after 
they 
have 


dried and cracks 
have 
appeared be- 


tween sound and dead parts. On pear, 
even, the smallest affected twigs may 
cause further trouble and should be re- 
moved.

part, ten to twenty inches if possible.

partments of the Indiana government 
which is very beneficial to the taxpay- 
ers as a revenue producer as well «s in 
the results accomplished, and one thai 
is not specifically understood by all Un- 
people, is the supervisor of state oil 
inspection. 
This department is quartered at room 


185. state house. 
Besides the state su- 


pervisor of oil inspection there U a sec- 
retary or clerk, and some sixty deputy 
inspectors or field men. 
It is the absolute duty of the field 


men to properly inspect all coal oil, 
and gasoline, collect fees fur such in- 
spection and turn over one-half of the 
money to the state. The one-half re- 
tained by deputy inspectors pays their 
salaries nnd defrays their expenses to 
and from the oil stations. 


It does not matter 
to 
the 
stale 


whether there are ten or sixty depntj 
inspectors. They are paid only for thr 
oil nnd gasoline they inspect, and i 
costs the'state nothing additional, a: 
they arc not pnid salaries. 


During the year 1914 this departmen 


after paying "all expenses, turned ove 
to the state the net sum of S?ti5.W.jf 
which did not cost tho 
taxpayers 


penny. 
The services, at the present time ar 


perhaps the best and most efficient eve 
known in the history of the depart 
mcnt. 


The old system was not satisfactor 


to J. 0. Behymer, the present sup^r 
visor of oil inspection, and he fornu 
luted and recommended some 
changf 


which will comply with the laws of tl 
state, nnd the rcfrom aimed 
at 
is j 


heartily endorsed by Governor S. M. 
Ralston. 


Mr. Behymer sent out a circular let- 


ter of instructions to all deputy in- 
spectors aiming to secure thorough and 
systematic work in the department, and 
while thus securing; most efficient and 
beneficial service to add as much as 
possible to the state revenues. 
For 


efficiency in this particular department 
means nt once' direct benefits to tho in- 
dividual citizen nnd increased revenues 
to tho state nt large. In hi* introduc- 
tory paragraph Mr. Behymer says: 


"In order that our department shall 


render tho best nnd most efficient serv- 
ices to tho state, nnd protect the con- 
sumers against inferior coal oil, gaso- 
line and other oil fluids or substances, 
sold or offered for sale for illuminating 
and other purposes, ns well as to safe- 
guard against explosions, nnd tho loss 
of life nnd property, I direct that all | 
such products as enumerated must be 
properly inspected according to the in- 
terpretation of tho laws of the state 
of Indiana." 


After enumerating the legal duties 


of nil deputy inspectors and impressing 
the importance of strict observance, the 
circular concludes: 


"I direct that yon comply with the 


stipulations enumerated 
below, 
irre- 


spective of what methods have been fol- 
lowed during the, past: 


"Oo yourself nnd procure ft p-mrlne 


sample of the oil, gasoline, etc., from 
the tnnks. barrels, or 
receptacles in 


which shipments 
are 
made. 
Make 


proper inspection of the contents nnd 
if tho test comes up to the requirements 
of tho laws, approve H; otherwise, re- 
ject it. Do not permit the station agent, 
company or dealer, to draw, sell or of- 
fer for sale any of the contents from 
tho receptacles, until you get genu- 
ine- samples and inspect them. 
If sta- 


tion agents do not promptly report all 
tho shipments of such products, report 
them at once, always being vigilant, ns 
nil oils or gasoline must he inspected, 
before being sold or offered for enle. No 
smuggling or attempts nt smuggling 
will be tolerated. 
Be, prompt in mak- 


ing your reports to the companies, de- 
manding the inspection fee. so you can 
make your monthly reports to this of- 
fice without delay. 


"I will expect, you to comply with 


these recommendations, 
without 
any 


hesitation or evasion, whatever." 


While needed reforms are being in 


augurat.ed the revenues to the state are 
increasing, \vhieh 
demonstrates 
tha 


business'conditions are, improving. Th( 
revenues in this department have in 
creased more than $1,DOO 
per montl 


during the past, six months. 
In fact 


from January to .Inly, the net increns 
for six months to the state was $R, 
7B4.60 more than during the correspond 
ing months last year. 


During the first six months of th 


year Ifl'l.i, J. O. Behymer, the proso.n 
'supervisor of state oil inspection, ha 
madft two quarterly reports—one in 
crease over the same period last yea.

suddenly,

coming to himself, 


walked briskly over the rubber mat und 
seated himself in the electric chair. Be- 
hind Becker followed the prison priests, 
chanting the prayer of death, which was 
repeated by the condemned man. 


"Jesus, -Mary, Joseph, have mercy on 


my soul," nervously spoke Becker ns 
deputy 
wardens stepped forward and 


adjusted the electrodes. Hardly a min- 
ute elapsed before the clectrotudc was 
placed to the right log, a slit having 
heron previously cut in the trouaer leg 
from the knee down. After the electrode 
had 
been 
(irmly adjusted against a 


shaven spot on the 
condemned 'man's 


head, the state executioner looked at 
Deputy Warden Johnson, who surveyed 
the figure, that was still mumbling the 
death prayer in the chair. 
Switch is Thrown. 


Johnson half turned his hend and the 


executioner jammed tho switch. 
The 


lirst shock lusted a full minute, and the 
executioner said that it was 1,850 volts, 
ind ten amperes in strength, ft came 
while Becker was still commending his 
soul to his Maker. 


The two prison physicians 
stepped 


forward to examine the collapsed figure 
that, sat supported in the death chair 
by the thick black leather straps. The 
stethoscope was applied to the heart, 
and, Dr. Charles Kan', the prison physi-

Third Shock Given. 


After a hasty examination Dr. F.irr 


asked that a third shock be given. This 
lasted five seconds.

Dr. Fan-, 
at fi:55 o'clock, quietly announced: 
"I 


pronounce this man dead.1' 


During the night Becker pencilled on 


a piece of paper what

Pins Wife's Photo Over Heart. 


Dawn found him seated on the edge 


of I.is cot carefully pinning a photo- 
jMapl' of his wife on his white shirt, just 
e\er his heart. Then, as if he desired 
to have her all to himself, Becker put 
on a t h i n black alpaca coal, which h<- 
tightlv buttoned.

Booker was put, to death by the state

chair. Samuel llayncs, a negro murderer, 
was brought into the execution room 
and electrocuted.

A statement credited to Mrs. Becker 


was given out here shortly after her 
husband's death. 


Mrs. Becker's Statement. 


"1 shall never rest," she was quoted as 


saying, "until 1 have exposed the meth- 
ods which were- used to convict my hus- 
band. Whether he was guilty or inno- 
cent, there was no justification for the 
means employed to convict him. 


"I -would rather lose all the other 


members of my family, as dear as they 
are to me, than lose Charles. No one 
can take- his place. Tn all of the ten 
yours of our married life, I never had 
cec&sion once to regret that I was his 
wife. 


"Charlie was no angel. He made no 


pretense of being one. Ho was just an 
ordinarj- human being—and perhaps that 
is why f loved him so." 


Dr. W. O. Stillman, of Auburn, who 


assisted in the autopsy, said that, Becker 
ehowcd unusual resistance to the electric 
fluid. 
After the autopsy Dr. Stillman 


said: "I noticed no unusual effects upon 
Becker's vital organs. The way he re- 
sisted the strong current was remarka- 
ble, showing him to be an unusually 
powerful num." 


It was expected that Becker's body 


will bo removed some time today to 
New York, where funeral services will 
probably be held on Sunday.

He ia taken to a 
hotel or an apartment and introduced 
to men who represent themselves to be 
agents of one or another of the'govern- 
ments at war. 
They are. in the mar- 


ket for shoes and they lose no time in 
entering into a contract with the manu- 
facturer for all the shoes he can turn 
out for two or three years. 


Tint—and here is where the 
game 


ocmes in—what guarantee have these 
eager representatives that the manu- 
fncliirer will he able to execute the or- 
der? From here the game varies. First 
the confidence men try to persuade their 
"come-on" to put up a cash guarantee. 
Many apparently sane 
manufacturers 


and business 
men have gone back to 


their home towns, drawn large sums of 
money from their banks and hastened 
hack to New York to turn it over to 
men who have absolutely no connection 
with any European government. 


The cash guarantee failing, one of the 


confidence men goes to the manufactur- 
ers and volunteers to put the deal across 
for a certain amount.

have concluded 
suddenly 
and 
quite 


unanimously not to retaun to the party 
nf their daddies, but to continue their 
organization and name candidates; 


1-1) 
National prohibition has become 


a looming issue. 


Back of all this looms the possibility 


of war. 
In everybody's mind there is 


the thought that plona which may be 
mode today may be knocked 
in the 


head $>morrow by some act of Germany 
precipitating the United States into the 
world conflict. 


A little while ago the old guard re- 


publicans—Pcnrose, 
Orann, 
(luHlnger, 


et a).—were meeting in New York city 
nnd almost dividing thp spoils. 
They 


were perfectly sure that a promise, of 
prosperity and j^bs for the unemployed 
would work a repetition of the McKin- 
Icy-llanna full-dinner-pail election and 
sweop the democrats 
from oflioe. 
So 


sure were they that they wero picking 
candidates for first and second placo. 
Root was almost a 20-to-l shot and 
(diaries Warren Fairbanks actually let 
go it wad of money to start a weekly 
newspaper for tho purpose of booming 
his candidacy. It begun to look like 
a race among the republican utandpat 
nominees for a sure-thing nomination. 


Now all that, is changed. The repub-

cruisers of the most up-to-date type. 
The naval program, it is declared, will 
suit the most enthusiastic advocate of 
national defense. 


Even the Mexican policy of -watch- 


ful waiting has been abandoned and it 
is announced officially that the presi- 
dent is waiting only to clo-ide on a plan 
of intervention which will reduce that 
country to law and order. 


As to the country's material pros- 


perity, which in probably tho most im- 
portant factor in the political situation, 
the results of war orders are notorious. 
But these are not tho only 
basis of 


prosperity. 
Figures just compiled by 


the department of commerce show that 
for the fiscal year just ended all rec- 
ords were broken in the 
volume of 


American exports and the 
vast 
in- 


crease in the balance of trade—which 
in what the foreigner owes the United 
States for goods supplied. The balance 
of trade in favor of the United States 
for the fiscal year was $1,094,422,792, 
which sum exceeded by $428,000,000 the 
former high record made in IMS, and 
by $623,800,000 the export balance for 


At the same, time reports from all 


parts of the country show that the army 
of the unemployed boa bean dwindling 
and now there is even a clamor 
for 


farm bands and expert operatives in 
the mills and munition-making fac- 
tories. 
Strikes are resulting in in- 


creases of wa»es with hardly any ques- 
tion. 


Without the "hard times" and 
the 


''military preparedness" issues, the op- 
ponents of the administration will find 
hard sledding. There will evidently be 
three candidates in the field, and pos- 
sibly four. 
So the prospect of a par- 


ticularly interesting presidential year 
is daily increasing.

Prof. See made tJi» first public state- 


ment of his 
theory 
in -Montgomery 


City, Mo., although a treatise by him 
on the subject has been in tho posses- 
sion of the Royal Society of London 
for flve months. It wa» to this society 
that Sir Isaac Newton announced hm 
laws of gravitation in 10S5, and Prof, 
See thought it appropriate that his own 
theories should be given first to thin 
body. 


Briefly, Prof. See contends that gravi- 


tation is 
an 
electrical 
phenomenon 


which is caused by elementary electrical 
currents circulating about atoms 
of 


matter. 


Tho theory of Prof. Sec is an exten- 


sion and elaboration of physical laws 
first demonstrated by tho French physi- 
cist Ampere ninety-five years ago. 
Am- 


pere, whose name has been given to de- 
note the unit of electrical current, show- 
ed that two parallel currents of elec- 
tricity flowing in the same direction 
attract each other, but rspel when flow- 
ing in opposite directions. 


Much of tho complicated electrical ma- 


chinery of the present day is made pos- 
sible by the application of this principle. 
Prof. See goes far beyond 
this 
hy- 


pothesis and asserts that the entire uni- 
verse is governed by forces depending 
upon electricity in motion.
